GAMELIN REVIVES 
NAPOLEONIC LINE 


Stations Allied Troops Vir- 
tually as Outlined 125 
Years Ago by Gen. De 


Moureillan. 


PARIS, Oct. 21 (AP).—WMilitary 
observers tonight reported French 
heavy artillery had methodically 
shelled an area of 20 square miles 
on the extreme northern sector of 
the Western front, hoping to drop a 
big shell on German general head- 
quarters. A communique described 
the fire as “harassing.” 

From military information made 
public in Paris, it appeared that 
German gun positions formed a rec- 
tangle bounded on the southwest 
by heights at Nenning and Sinz 
(five miles within German terri- 
tory) and on the northeast by 
heights at Wincheringen and Saar- 
bourg. 

Within this rectangle lies the 
Castle Thorn, where French aerial 
observers have reported the con- 
stant coming and going of officers 
and staff cars, leading to the belief 
that German headquarters have 
been established there. 

French reports indicated the Ger- 
mans had concentrated field guns 
of 105 millimeters (about 4.5 
inches) at Nenning and Sinz and 
six miles behind them batteries of 
heavier guns. 

The French high command issued 
the following communique tonight: 

“The day has merely been marked 
hy certain artillery activity on both 
sides.” 

This was taken to mean that 
German artillery had begun an- 
swering French fire. The German 
batteries have been quiet for the 
last few days and were apparently 
provoked into entering a duel by 
the continued French shelling. 

At the end of the seventh week of 
the war, the Western front situa- 
tion was little changed from what 
it was at the beginning of the con- 
flict when the French first began 
occupation of German territory— 
from which they later withdrew. 

Napoleonic Line Used. 

The French withdrew to positions 
running from the Moselle River to 
the Rhine which were first outlined 
125 years ago during the Napoleonic 
wars by the French General de 
Moureillan. 

Gen. Maurice Gustave Gamelin, 
commander in chief of the Allied 
forces and a student of Napoleonic 
tactics, might well have followed 
the De Moureillan plan described 
in 1514. 

The French front on the left at 
Apach lies only a few miles behind 
the original De Moureillan line 
while the French right flank near 
Wissenbourg instead of being be- 
hind the old battle line is about a 
mile in front of it. 

Gen. Gamelin’s variations on the 
De Moureillan plan take advantages 
of small rivers and wooded heights 
lying in French territory. The va- 
riations were made necessary by 
modern war developments as well 
as changes in the frontier. 

Barring light infantry patrols, 
land warfare is in the doldrums and 
some French commentators said it 
might remain quiet until spring. 
Others said, however, they believed 
reports of German troop concentra- 
tions indicated they were planning 
a drive, 

Real winter weather with cold 
and rains has settled over the front, 
making operations difficult. The 
French retirement, observers point- 
ed out, might mean they were tak- 
ing up winter positions. 

Pianes Over Nancy. 

Despite the bad flying weather, 
German planes were reported over 
Nancy in Northeastern France 
where alarms were sounded in the 
morning. French anti-aircraft bat- 
teries opened fire on planes flying 
at a high altitude, 

Semi-official sources reported to- 
day that British transports were 
shuttling across the English Chan- 
nel at the rate of three each night, 
landing thousands of additional 
troops to augment the French on 
the Western front, 

These sources said about 100 land- 
ings of British troops had been 
made in the fi:et month of the war 
which started Sept. 3. British War 
Minister Leslie Hore-Belisha an- 
nounced on Oct. 11 that 158,000 men 

had been landed.

Mountainous waves, deep blue and 
pale green, were rising and falling, 
their white breakers reflecting a 
salmon colored sun. A 60-mile wind 
swept clouds of spray over the 
decks. Every rope, every cable, 
every mast and ladder on the ship 
sang a different tune. 

The President Harding took the 
storm beautifully, with much pitch- 
ing but hardly any rolling. This 
went on for hours, till dinner time. 
Then came a sudden change. The 
ship began to roll. 

After dinner I tried to take a nap 
in my bunk but was knocked out of 
bed by a cot thrown against it. I 
thought my chair on the promenade 
deck was a safer place than my bed. 
Others must have thought likewise. 
The starboard deck on the lee side 
was crowded. The yort side, wind- 
ward deck, had been closed to pas- 
sengers. 

The wind by that time had at- 
tained gale proportions. The sea 
was a boiling cauldron—all foam. 
The deck windows were white from 
the clouds of spray. The waves 
were hitting the windward side of 
the ship with thunderous crashes. 
The rolling was getting stronger, 
the listing greater. 


Deck Under Water. 


A crash of a wave louder than all 
the preceding ones and the lee side 
where I was dipped down to the 
very surface of the sea, and the 
whole Atlantic seemed to have 
flooded the deck. Passengers, crew, 
chairs, tables, piano, baby carriages, 
blankets, clothing, everything loose 
on deck swept down to the lee side 
under water. Some, your corre- 
spondent among them, hung on to 
the railing to which the deck chairs 
were tied, 

The minutes, or perhaps only sec- 
onds, that the promenade deck was 
under water, seemed like hours. It 
seemed as if the President Harding 
would never straighten itself out. 
I was convinced that the ship was 
going down. So were my neighbors 
all around me who saw half the 
deck submerged, as I found out 
later. So thought the passengers 
and crew inside who felt the ship’s 
list at a precarious angle and saw 
the cloudburst of water rushing in 
from broken skylights, torn hatches 
and the vestibules. 

Contrasting with the storm out- 
side was the calm of passengers 
inside the ship, of women as well 
as men. This self possession was 
something phenomenal. 

The President Harding did 
straighten itself and tilted over the 
other way, sweeping men and fur- 
nishings in the opposite direction. 
It repeated the performance sev- 
eral times, cutting, bruising people, 
breaking human bones, twisting 
muscles, smashing furniture, crock- 
ery, glassware, destroying every- 
where. 

And not a scream in all this de- 
struction; not a groan; not a sug- 
gestion of bysteria.

Twenty-six of the 598 passengers 
of the President Harding were car- 
ried from the liner on stretchers 
when the ship docked this morning. 
Others, many with bandages, were 
able to walk off. — 
Officers of the vessel said that, 
in all, 73 passengers and members 
of the crew had been injured. 
Chief Butcher Frederick Stover 
of St. Albans, Long Island, termed 
himself the voyage with the worst 
luck. <A’pile of pots and pans 
knocked him to the floor just in 
time for a shower of boiling grease 
and water to spray him. He was 
burned severely. 
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In Japanese Puppet’s Guard. 
Two of the dead are said to have 
belonged to the private protection 
Premier of the Chinese Central 
corps of Wang Ching-Wel, former 
Government, now in favor with the 
Japanese. The Settlement police 
attempted to halt the motorcyclists. 
Trouble in this area began Fri- 
day when a Chinese policeman was 
killed and a colleague, an Indian 
Sikh, was wounded by a group of 
men in Chinese civilian clothes. 
The shootings occurred on one of 
the roads just outside of the Settle- 
ment boundaries which have been 
a subject of dispute between the 
governing Council of the Settle- 
ment and the Japanese-controlled 
Chinese administration of Greater 
Shanghai. 

As the tension grew, Cornell 
Franklin, American chairman of 
the Settlement Council, said that 
if Americans outside the Settle- 
ment road areas were endangered 
that “we may ask the United 
States marines here to take a 
hand.” 

What the Trouble Is About. 
The clash was the latest develop- 
ment in what foreign observers re- 
gard as a campaign against Great 
Britain by Japan. Specifically, it 
is reported, the struggle involved 
an attempt by the Japanese-sup- 
ported Chinese administration of 
Shanghai to take from the Settle- 
ment Council, in which Great Brit- 
ain is heavily represented, author- 
ity over roads just outside the Set- 
tlement. 

Much of the friction has arisen 
over the policing of roads just out- 
side of the Settlement area built 
under land regulations which 
form the basis of the Settlement’s 
administration. Both the Settle- 
ment authorities and the officials 
of Greater Shanghai carried on the 
policing of the extra-settlement 
areas from 1927 until the outbreak 
of hostilities in 1937. 

After the incident today, which 
occurred in the extra-settlement 
area, the Italians doubled the 
patrol forces of their defense sec- 
tor, augmenting the Settlement po- 
lice. They remained watchful 
against further developments. 
Meanwhile, the Japanese police 
took possession of the protection 
corps headquarters which was sit- 
uated in Japanese-occupied terri- 
tory off the Settlement road.

BERLIN, Oct. 21.—Gigantic sub- 
marine and air offensives against 
military objectives in England and 
extension of the war into the Hast- 
ern Mediterranean—these are two 
major’ developments in the Anglo- 
Fren n war that are en- 
v in best informed military 
circles of Berlin before the end of 
the year, unless there is an 
tice by or before Christmas. 

All official utterances to the con- 
trary notwithstanding, Hitler has 
not taken Chamberlain’s reply to 
his peace offer as the last word 
and he is holding tenaciously to 
his idea that an armistice and 
peace are both possible and prac- 
ticable. 

Der Fuehrer’s idea is said to be 
that neither Chamberlain nor him- 
self, nor any small group, can take 
upon themselves the appalling re- 
sponsibility for millions of lives and 
the sweeping away of western cil- 
ilization. 

Hitler Said to Be Waiting. 

The situation in the East and 
Southeast is impelling Hitler more 
than ever to a policy giving the 
forces for armistice and peace rea~- 
sonable time and every opportunity 
to develop their strength. 

When Hitler assembled his lead- 
ing generals, admirals and air 
chiefs at the Chancellery the other 
day, after warmly praising them, 
he, in effect, admonished them 
sharply: “Don’t you cross my plans} 
for peace.” 

There is some reason to doubt 
whether Hitler was whole-heart- 
edly happy over the sinking of the 
Royal Oak because it was likely to 
make England less inclined toward 
peace/until after that national hu- 
miliation, following on the loss of 
the Courageous, is wiped out. 

Hitler knows that in the first 
weeks of the World War Germany 
had her submarine heroes, yet lost 
the war. In thoughtful political, 
military ‘and naval circles here, it} 
is realized that the sinking of the 
entire British fleet of 15 capital 
ships by German submarines and 
dive-bombers would be a terrific 
blow to British prestige, but it 
would not really affect the Brit- 
ish blockade against Germany and 
would be of vastly greater interest 
to Japan and Italy than to Ger- 
many in the consequent shifting 
of naval: power. 

There is, however, no assurance 
how long Hitler will remain in his 
present frame of mind,

Thousands of Tanks Move 
Toward Front and Heavy 
Guns Roll. Along Roads 
Daily. 
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By DREW MIDDLETON 

WITH THE BRITISH EXPE- 
DITIONARY FORCE IN FRANCE, 
Oct. 21 (AP).—(Passed by field cen- 
sor.)—Britain’s war efforts began 
to take shape today as thousands 
ef tanks rolled and rumibed over 
cobblestone roads in Northerr 


France. 
The number of British troops on 


French soil rose slowly but steadily 
toward 250,000, and defenses which 
looked skimpy and undermanner 
not long ago bristled with guns and 


men. 

Battle lines were “fully manned,” 
one officer told me, and satisfaction 
over men and materials has re- 
placed conjecture of 10 days ago on 
whether the defenses would be 
strong enough to hold advancing 
Germans. 

The artillery has been augmented 
in the last week. “Heavy stuff” 
rolls daily along roads and gun- 
ners feel they have enough ammu- 
nition to break up any attacks. 

Defenses grow stronger and 
every day chances of attack grow 
less. The opinion is that only the 
severest pressure from Adolf Hit- 
ler will start a German attack roll- 
ing this way although staff officers 
point out, as have newspapers, that 
three large German concentrations 
are formed and apparently ready 
to move. 

These concentrations are said to 
be on the Belgian frontier, south 
of Aachen and on the Swiss fron- 

tier. But German pressure on the 
French front apparently has taken, 
for the moment, most German mil- 
itary resources and obviated the 
chance of attacks elsewhere.

ANKARA, Oct. 91 (AP),—Britain 
and France were reported in reli- 
able quarters tonight to have fol- 
lowed up their mutual assistance 
pact with Turkey with a 60,000,000- 
pound credit (about $240,000,000). 

The Western Powers, it was re- 


lported, would advance 25,000,000 


pounds (about $100,000,000) of this 
amount in the form of arms and 
ammunition to enable Turkey to 
strengthen immediately its position 
as a guardian of the Dardanelles, 
gateway to the Black Sea. 

There was no confirmation of 
this report available either from 
Turkish officials or from the Brit- 
ish or French Embassies. 

It was understood that Gen. Max- 
ime Weygand, Commander-in-Chief 
of French forces in the Eastern 
Mediterranean, and  Lieut.-Gen. 
Archibald P. Wavell, British Middle 
East Commander, had discussed 
the question of military equipment 
for Turkey in their talks with Tur- 
kish staff officers. 

The conversations, which started 
Wednesday, ended tonight with a 
banquet at the French Embassy. 
The French and British command- 
ers were scheduled to fly back to 
their posts tomorrow. 

Turkish Officials Confer, 
Meanwhile, high Turkish officials 
went into a diplomatic huddle 
which may have a far-reaching ef- 
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sian pact, made a report to Presi- 
dent Ismet Inonu and the Turkish 
Cabinet. ;

There are two other aspects of 
the general situation which may 
have a considerable effect on the 
issue of the conflict. The first is 
that there are no indications that 
either Russia or Italy have any 
intention or desire to depart from 
an attitude of strict neutrality be- 
tween the warring nations. 

The difference between the atti- 
tude of the British Government and 
press towards the Russian con- 
quest in Poland and towards the 
German annexations have contrib- 
uted very largely to the willingness 
shown by Russia to remain on 
friendly terms with this country. It 
will depend very largely on the 
power of British diplomacy to 
adapt itself to new conditions 
whether a real amity is developed 
out of the rigid and frigid Italian 
neutrality of today. 

If that can be achieved it will 
make a tremendous difference to 
the outcome of the struggle. The 
British Government is showing 
some signs of a desire to foster 
the germs of good will which Italy 
has recently shown towards us. The 
courtesies shown to the new Ital- 
ian Ambassador were wise, and 
may be very. helpful in the promo- 
tion of a better understanding be- 
tween two countries. 


Turkish-Soviet Phase 


The other fact which may turn 
out to be of great importance in 
the struggle is the breakdown of 
the negotiations between Russia 
and Turkey. Russia and Kemal’s 
regenerated and modernized Tur- 
key have been-on excellent if not 
cordial terms ever since the con- 
clusion of the Great War. I rather 
think Turkey was the first coun- 
try to grip Soviet Russia by the 
hand. Failure to conclude a pact 
now does not mean that there is 
any real break in their friendship, 
but the refusal of Turkey to sign 
a contract which contained condi- 
tions inimical to the cause of 
Britain and France is all the more 
significant because she _ resisted 
pressure from an old and well- 
established friendship. 

The reason for the failure of 
negotiations has not been pub- 
lished, but it is surmised that the 
new demand made by Russia for 
the closing of the Dardanelles 
against the ships of the Western 
Allies has been one of the main rea- 
sons for the Turkish attitude. Tur- 
key is staying faithful to the obli- 
gations into which she entered in 
her recent understanding with Brit- 
ain and France. 

Militarily she is by no means 
in the same desperate position as 
Poland was placed in by the sign- 
ing of the Russian-German pact. 
Turkey has a considerable army 
which, with its possible reserves, 
would probably total nearly a mil- 
lion men if they were fully 
equipped. The Western Allies are 
in a position to supply all their 
needs, in the matter of equipment 
and of finance, to conduct a war on 
a great scale if Turkey were un- 
happily attacked from any quarter. 
Asia Minor 

In Asia Minor the Turks occupy 
a highly defensive territory with 
Maginot and Siegfried lines thrown 
up by nature in their inaccessible 
mountain ranges and defiles. The 
Dardanelles and the Bosporus 
would be protected by the greatest 
combination of naval powers in the 
world. Apart from these consider- 
ations, both Britain and France 
could render her prompt and ef- 
fective military aid. 

If Italy remains neutral, the 
question of sea communications 
through the Mediterranean to the 
Turkish front would not present 
any insuperable difficulties. The 
loyalty of Turkey may come to be 
an important if not a decisive fac- 
tor in the development of this un- 
predictable wer.

Another Hitler 
promise was cynically broken. 

Ever since, in one ringing speech 
after another, Neville Chamberlain 
has sought to prove himself a re- 
born man. His warlike defiances 
of Germany culminated last week 
in the declaration that already 
Britain had won a “moral victory.” 
Every day he stands forth more 
and more as the man who asks 
nothing better than to hurl British 
armies and warships and airplanes 
and the full weight of bulldog Brit- 
ish fury against the Fuehrer who 


lied to him in the holy name of 
peace on earth.

Serious Trouble Likely. 


Indians in London predict serious 
trouble and say the present Indian 
situation is a test case for the 
British Government and one which 
may have the most profound effect 
on the course of the war. It is the 
view of sensible Indians that the 
British Government is not only 
hopelessly shortsighted but is im- 
posing a situation in India as bad 
as that which it is trying to correct 
in Europe. 

“If the British people were aware 
of the situation, they would not 
stand for it one minute,” said a 
prominent Indian yesterday, and a 
glance at today’s newspapers sup- 
ports the statement that Britishers 
have not been told anything about 
it. 

Only two newspapers—the Daily 
Herald and the News Chronicle— 
mention the impending resignation 
of eight Indian governments. Two 
leading weeklies, however—the New 
Statesman and Nation, and the 
Spectator—present the Indian prob- 
lem prominently. The New.States- 
man concludes, “For many in Brit- 
ain and the Empire India is the 
test that decides the meaning of 
this war; so it will be for the world

But if another Neville Chamber- 
lain was indeed born on the day 
Hitler crushed Prague, then the 
Fuehrer may live to find in him 
the most formidable enemy he ever 
made for himself.

In Mexico for Quaker 
Inspecting Possible Sites of 


Settlements, 

YELLOW SPRINGS, O., Oct. 21 
(AP).—Arthur E. Morgan, 6l-year- 
old deposed chairman of the Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority, has gone 
to Mexico to inspect possible sites 
for settlements to take in Jewish 
and other refugees from war-torn 
Europe, associates disclosed today. 
He is working with the Friends 
Service Committee, Quaker organi- 
zation of Philadelphia, and _ the 
Mexican Government, 

The work consists of making pre- 
liminary surveys of available land 
in several Mexican states, espe- 
cially with a view to the possibili- 
ties of irrigating arid tracts now 
unproductive and virtually unin- 
habited. Dr. Morgan is determin- 
ing whether the land can be made 
suitable for farming. 

Dr. Morgan, former president of 
Antioch College here, is contribut- 
ing his time to the survey, with 
the Friends committee handling

Today, with the second .World

erranean area, gr in case Britain 
and France find it necessary to ful- 
fill their guarantees to Rumania 
and Greece. Carefully excepted, 
however, is any situation which 
might bring Turkey in as a bellig- 
erent against Soviet Russia. 


Troops Concentrated 


The military implications of this 
new pact are emphasized by the 
fact that the news dispatches an- 
nouncing it mention the presence 
in the Turkish capital of Gen. 
Maxine Weygand, commander-in- 
chief of the French forces in the 
Near East, and Lieutenant-General 
Archibald P. Wavell, the new gen- 
eral officer commanding the Middle 
East command, which the British 
War Office had created just before 
the war to include Egypt, Pales- 
tine, the Sudan and adjacent areas. 

These officers are both intimate- 
ly acquainted with the Near East. 
Gen. Weygand has been High Com- 
missioner in Syria, as well as hav- 
ing headed the French military 
mission to Poland in 1920. Gen. 
Wavell was liaison officer with the 
Grand Duke Nicholas during the 
Caucasian campaign, and subse- 
quently served on the staff with 
Allenby in Palestine. The forces 
at their command are by no means 
inconsiderable. The French have 
brought the garrison of Syria, by 
recent reinforcements, up to a 
strength of at least 50,000 combat 
troops, perhaps more. 

In Egypt and Palestine there are 
from 50,000 to 60,000 British troops, 
besides a large contingent of the 
Indian army, and the Egyptian 
army has been much enlarged and 
improved during the last year. Be- 
sides the French air squadrons in 
Syria, the British Royal Air Force, 
Middle East, under Air Marshal Sir 
William Mitchell with headquar- 
ters in Cairo, has been heavily re- 
inforced. 


Beyond Defense Needs 


The concentration of power in 
this general area goes far beyond 
anything that might be needed for

Turkey Has Edge in. Air 

Between Turkish and Bulgarian 
resources there can be little com- 
parison.

Bulgaria, though attempting with 
German aid to build up an air 
force, has as yet made only a small 
beginning. 

Bulgaria, therefore, seems likely 
under present conditions to make 
a virtue of necessity, and the call- 
ing up of her reserves for Oct. 20 
may be considered merely as a pre- 
cautionary measure ,one incident 
to making the best bargain she can 
for herself. The long delayed and 
tortuous negotiations which have 
been going on between Bulgaria and

Problem of Supply 


As in the Turkish army, the Yugo-

HELSINKI, Oct, 21 (AP).—With 
the melancholy “Song. of Finland” 
echoing through Helsinki station, 


the Finnish delegation left tonight 
for Moscow to deliver a firm an- 
swer and counter-proposals to a 
Soviet Russian demand for more 
power in the Baltic. 

Heading the mission was former 
Premier Dr. Juho Kusti Paasikivi, 
who had returned from Moscow 
just a week ago after the first con- 


ferences. 

The delegation, due in Moscow 
Monday morning, included Finance 
Minister Vaeinoe Tanner, leader of 


the powerful Social-Democratic 
party, which has thousands of Fin- 
nish workers as members, and 
president of the International Co- 
operative Alliance. 

Tanner’s inclusion was interpret- 
ed as a move to show Russia that 
Finland’s workmen were firmly be- 
hind their Government. 

Informed quarters said a deci- 
sion on the future of the negotia- 
tions might be reached by Tuesday. 

Finland, meanwhile, went ahead 
with preparations for a possible 
emergency, announcing a defense 
loan of 500,000,000 markka (about 
$9,300,000) and a 20 per cent in- 
crease in income and property 
taxes expected to yield 100,000,000 
markka (about $1,860,000). 

A new tax on matches, it was es- 
timated, would bring 25,000,000 
markka ($466,250) to help support 
military defense measures.

A hush fell over the railroad sta- 
tion when Dr. Paasikivi and the 
other members of his small delega- 
tion walked to the train. 

There was scarcely a sound until 
a workers’ choir sang the melody 
which praises Finland’s independ- 
ence. 

Among those to say farewell to 
the delegation were United States 
Minister Arthur Schoenfeld, the 
Swedish Minister and the Secretary 
of the Russian Legation. 

Tanner, as a notable leader of 
the co-operative movement and 
president of Elanto, thriving Fin- 
nish co-operative which sells every- 
thing from food to_ bicycles, is 
counted as one of the most impor- 
tant men in the country. 

A Government spokesman made 
clear that Finland, “morally 
strengthened” by the Stockholm 
conference in which it took part 
with Norway, Denmark and Swe- 
den, was sending to Moscow a de- 
termined answer to Russjan de- 
mands and counter-proposals, 

He said he did not expect the 
discussions to last more than two 
or three days, and added: 

“If Russia has as good will as 
we do, agreement is possible.” 

This was interpreted as meaning 
Russia would have to make some 
alteration in its earlier demands, 
which still were a closely guarded 
secrét,

Rumanian Tanker Carrying Oil to 
England, Sunk.

U-Boat Sunk by Destroyed After 
Being Damaged by Freighter. 
LONDON, Oct. 21 (AP).—A story 
of a sea fight in which an armed 
British merchant ship shot a hole 
in a German submarine and left it 
to be sunk by a destroyer was 
related today in a Ministry of In- 
formation communique. 
The tale was attributed to Anonio

NEUTRALITY: BIL 
DEBATE BLOCKED 


Minority Leader 
McNary Objects When 
Barkley Requests Unan- 
imous Consent. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 21 (AP).— 
Administration forces failed late 
today to get an agreement to limit 
future Senate debate on the neu- 
trality bill. 

Majority, Leader Barkley (Dem.), 
Kentucky, asked unanimous con- 
sent to a proposal that further 
speeches be limited to an hour and 
that talks on amendments be lim- 
ited to 30 minutes. Minority Lead- 
er McNary (Rep.), Oregon, object- 
ed. He said there was “some op- 
position” to limitation among Sen- 
ators fighting repeal of the exist- 
ing arms embargo. ¢@ 

McNary added, however, that it 
might be possible to agree on some 
sort of limitation Monday. Admin- 
istration leaders have been anxious 
to obtain a final vote on the neu- 
trality bill next week. 

Barkley called the chamber to 
meet at 11 a. m. Monday, an hour 
ahead of the usual time. 

Garner Pressing for Vote. 

Vice-President Garner, impatient 
over long-drawn-out speechmaking 
on the administration neutrality 
bill, was reported to be exerting 
his influence to obtain a final vote 
next week. 

Friends said that Garner, who 
has given wholehearted support to 
President Roosevelt’s recommenda- 
tion that the arms embargo be re- 
pealed, believed that the three 
weeks of debate had been amiple 
and that opposition Senators now 
should accept a limitation on fu- 
ture debate. 

Senator Nye (Rep.), North Dako- 
ta, an opposition leader, told re- 
porters he would fight any effort 
to limit debate by unanimous con- 
sent. Another oppositionist, Sena- 
tor Johnson (Rep.), California, as- 
serted that there had been no ef- 
fort to delay the bill and that a 
limitation on debate was not nec- 
essary. 

With the administration confi- 
dent of two-to-one majority in fa- 
vor of the bill, Johnson asserted 
that the Senate debate “has accom- 
plished one thing—it has brought

Reynolds Speaks Against Bill. 

While leaders made efforts to as- 
sure a vote on the neutrality legis- 
‘ation next week, the Senate heard 
Snator Reynolds (Dem.), North 
Carolina, announce that he would 
oppose repeal of the arms embargo. 

Reynolds, whose position had not 
been known previously, said in a 
10,000-word address that repeal of 
the embargo would be an “unwise 
and dangerous” step which might 
lead the United States into war. 

He devoted much of his talk to 
the Athenia disaster, advancing the 
theory that the British vessel may 
have been sunk by Soviet Russia. 
He said that there would be no 
reason for Britain or Germany to 
sink the ship, which carried many 
Americans. He continued: 

“Careful thinkers, including some 
responsible officials, have been 
‘looking around for . . . plausible 
‘possibilities. And, fantastic as it 
May seem, the finger of guilt more 
clearly points to Soviet Russia than 
_to any other nation.” 

Although saying that most ..mer- 
icans now believe that Germany 
sank the Athenia, Reynolds added 
that “there has not been published 
a shred of concrete evidence to 
prove this.” 

Andrews Urges Repeal. 

Reynolds spoke after Senator 
Andrews of Florida, an administra- 
tion supporter, had contended that 
repeal of the arms embargo was 
desirable to aid Great Britain and 
France and forestall an attack by 
Germany and Russia on this hem- 
isphere. Andrews said: 

“Everyone who has studied the 
question realizes that to continue 
the arms embargo might cause the 
defeat of the Allies and deprive the 
United States of those two great 
democracies. which are now our 
buffer states against Fascism and 
Communism, 

“Indeed, the opinion prevails that 
the dictators of both nations (Ger- 
many and Russia) if victorious in 
Europe, would not be satisfied until 
they force the United States to war 
in self defense and in defense of 
the Monroe Doctrine.”

In their places will settle Germans 
coming “home into the Reich” from 
Baltic states under Hitler’s migra- 
tion plan. 

Gdynia, now Gothenhafen, already 
is being rapidly cleared of its 80,000 
Poles. All Poles will be huddled 
together in what remains of Poland 
after Germany and Soviet Russia 
have helped themselves. 

Russia’s share is everything east 
of the demarcation line including 
Stanislawow, Lwow, Pinsk,’ Bialy- 
stok and Nowogrodek as the chief 
centers. 

Germany’s share is, broadly 
speaking, not only whatever be- 
longed to the Reich prior to 1914, 
but, beyond that, the small section 
around Kalisz, now Kalisch, and a 
Similar section around Ciechanow, 
now Zichenau. MBoth of these sec- 
tions, whose exact size has not been 
revealed, were Russian Polish be- 
fore 1914. 

The Zichenau district will, sig- 
nificantly, include Mlawa, where 
the Poles had a well organ- 
ized bunker line during Germany’s 
invasion. 

Informed sources say “strategic 
reasons” were responsible for addi- 
tion of these former Polish sec- 
tions, Czestochowa and Krakow 
were parts of the Austrian empire 
before 1914, but greater Germany 
will not annex them, out of respect 
for the religious and patriotic feel- 
ings of the Poles. 

Czestochowa is famous for a “mi- 
racle-working” Black Madonna; 
Krakow for the tombs of Polish 
kings as well as Marshal Jozef Pil- 
sudski’s shrine. 

Problem of Jews. 

Plans with reference to Poland’s 
3,000,000 Jews are described official- 
ly as “not yet ripe for announce- 
ment,” but informed circles insist 
that Hitler’s Reichstag reference on 
Oct. 6 to a “solution of the Jewish 
problem,” which he said would be 
attempted by Germany, means Pol- 
ish Jews will be put on a sort of 
reservation centering about Lublin. 
What a staggering problem the 
new state will fave financially may 
be illustrated by the fate of Poles 
in the seaport of Gdynia, which the 
Germans seized and propose to hold 
as Gotenhafen. Gdynia was vir- 
tually built from the ground by Po- 
land after it became a sovereign 
1918. It has often been 


. |called “Poland’s Pride.” Previously, 
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; iit was an insignificant,fishing vil- 


lage. 

Germany claims all of Gdynia by 
right of conquest—its marvelous 
harbor facilities, its fortifications, 
its public buildings, and beyond that 
all private property of its 83,000 
residents, 

Now the Poles, responsible Nazi 
leaders say, will have to reimburse 
these Gdynia citizens for their 
houses and other objects of value, 
and besides, must assign them to 
new homesteads and provide new 
means of subsistence for them. 
Presumably the uew Polish Gov- 
ernment will have to issue some 
form of treasury certificates which 
will become redeemable gradually,

“The Soviet Union, which is the 
greatest Power on the,Black Sea

The newspaper said the pact with 
the Allies “drew Turkey into the 
orbit of war” and attempted to 
“draw the U. 8S.

Retains Freedom of Action.: 

Russia retained “freedom of ac- 
tion, which cannot be said about 
Turkey—Turkey has assumed a re- 
sponsibility which cannot fail to 
be reflected on Turkish policies 
within the nearest future,” the 
paper added. 

Some political obseryers thought 
the failure of Russian-Turkish ne- 
gotiations might make* Moscow 
adopt a moderate tone with Fin- 
land, while others pointed out that 
Russia, nettled by the breakdown 
of talks with Turkey, might in- 
crease its demands, 

The Finnish delegation led by 
Dr. Juho Kusti Paasikivi left Hel- 
sinki for Moscow tonight and is 
due here Monday. 

A German trade delegation was 
still negotiating here but Special 
Ambassador Dr. Karl] Ritter, chief 
of the economic division of the 
German Foreign Office, was expect- 
ed to return to Berlin tomorrow to 
report on completion of the first 
stage of the talks. 

An indication of the growing ties 
to Germany was seen in the unof- 
ficial report that Russia had recog- 
nized Franz Tiso as the first Slovak 
minister to Russia. Slovakia is a 
German protectorate. 

Meanwhile, the Russians pushed 
their campaign to consolidate their 
Polish gains through “plebiscites” 
in the Polish Western Ukraine and 
Western White Russia, formerly 
parts of Poland.

The War Secretary described the 
British expeditionary force in 
France as “the vanguard of the 
great army now training in Britain. 
This in its turn will be increased 
by militiamen in their age groups— 
another 250,000 registered today— 
and by volunteers. Of these we 
have already taken 50,000. Nazi Ger- 
many must watch this gathering 
momentum and realize that time is 
on the side of France, of Britain 
and the Empire.” 


Value of Factories. 

“The final magnitude of our ef- 
fort will depend on the extent to 
which facories can supply equip- 
ment and munitions for our men,” 
said Hore-Belisha. 

Recalling Chamberlain’s words 
that Britain was determined to “re- 
deem Europe from the perpetual 
and recurring fear of German ag- 
gression,” Hore-Belisha asserted: 

“We did not enter the fight mere- 
ly to reconstitute Czecho-Slovakia.

Neutral observers interpreted the 
Italian insistence on a voice in the 
Balkans’ future as due to a desire 
to prevent the war from spreading 
to that zone or the Mediterranean. 
Gayda’s remarks were in reply to 
the British view that the new pact 
would enable Turkey to use its in- 
fluence for mediation and stabiliza- 
tion of the Balkan countries. 
Foreign circles represented Italy 
as not entirely displeased with the 
pact. These sources took the view 
that Italy had been apprehensive 
that Russia would attempt to 
spread its influence into the Bal- 
kans.

Temporary metal plaques have 
been erected recently at eight 
places of historic interest in the 
riverfront memorial site by the 
Historic Sites Committee of the 
young men’s division of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce. 

The committee, which previousiy 
had installed similar markers at 
other points in this area, has ex- 
pressed hope that the National 
Park Service, in development of 
the memorial, will adopt some per- 
manent means of marking the 
various historic spots since it has 
been planned to raze virtually all 
of the buildings. Investigations 
by the committee, it was an- 
nounced, have disclosed sites con- 
sidered worthy of markers in all 
but three of the 40 city blocks in 
the memorial district. 

One of the new plaques is at 
14 South Main street, where the 
first floor of the present commer- 
cial structure was a section of the 
Merchants’ Exchange Building, 
erected in 1856-57, with “the noblest 
exchange hall in the West.” This 
is on the west side of the block 
which was the Place d’Armes, or 
public square, laid out upon the 
founding of the city in 1764. On 
this site the first market house 
was built—a group of 12 open stalls 
-—in 1811, 

On the wharf side of the block 
@ larger market house was con- 
structed in 1829. The latter struc- 
ture survived the great fire of 1849, 
only to be torn down the follow- 
ing year to make way for a five- 
story city building, financed by a 
bond issue. The two top floors of 
the latter were to have been the 
City Hall, but this plan was aban- 
doned and the building was sold. 
Fire destroyed it in 1856.

Sweeny, an American, has lived 
with his parents in London for 
many years, and has made peri- 
odic trips to the United States, 
where he and the Countess have 
been seen occasionally in night 
spots. He is wealthy from inde- 
terminate investment interests and 
is a prominent amateur golfer, 
the winner of the 1937 British 
championship. 

The Countess acknowledged that 
she had knoOwn Sweeny for sevy- 
eral years; declined to say whether 
they were engaged; and, after some 
hesitation, ascribed his presence on 


Walnut streets, was another spot 
marked.

Head of Civil Liberties Union 
Speaks Here, Says New

Roger N. Baldwin, director of the 
American Civil Liberties Union,

RANCHERS ATTACK 
STRIKERS, STOP RALLY 


Police Use Tear Gas to Break 
Up Fightin Park at 
Madera, Cal. 


MADERA, Cal., Oct. 21 (AP).— 
Cotton growers and striking pickers 
fought hand to hand at the county 
park today until the crowd was 
scattered by State Highway Patrol- 
men using blank cartridges and 
tear gas bombs. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Charles Hen- 
derson, aid to Goy. Culbert L. 
Olson, said the Highway Patrolmen 
moved in at the request of Sheriff 
W. O. Justice as growers rushed 
the strikers’ mass meeting and 


park, 

Six persons later applied to the 
Madera County Hospital for treat- 
ment of injuries, some of whom 
said they were hurt in an earlier 
clash near the outskirts of town. 
Most severely hurt, with head cuts 
and welts on the face was Homer 
West, 23 years old; a cotton striker. 

“I was in the park listening to 
the speeches,” West related, “when 
I saw a crowd of farmers coming. 
I started out and met a guy with 
a club. I put up my hands and 
another guy came up behind and 
hit me with a garden hose. I 
wasn’t knocked out, though, and I 
got away.” 

Alvy Shores, another cotton pick- 
er, said, “Men came from every- 
where, carrying shovel handles and 
pick handles.” 

He said his wife, Ethel, 
fered from the tear gas. 

Strikers. seized chairs from the 
bandstand to wield as weapons or 
for protection. One woman, stand- 
ing on the bandstand, was struck 
on the head as the microphone for 
a loud-speaker toppled over on 
her, and she fell over a chair. To 
add to the din, peacocks and par- 
rots kept with other birds in cages 
in the park screamed and squawked. 

In the earlier clash, witnesses 
said six cars containing pickets 
were surrounded by ranchers’ cars, 
and the pickets were pulled out and 
beaten. Two later told this story 
at the hospital when they applied 
for treatment. |

The Fifth United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals has temporarily 
enjoined the Wage-Hour Adminis- 
tration from enforcement of an in- 
crease in textile mill wages ordered 
for Tuesday, President R. D. Sand- 
ers of the Mississippi Association 


of Textile Manufacturers an- 
nounced today. 

The injunction, Sanders said, was 
granted on the plea of a group of 
300 small Southern textile manu- 
facturers that the wage-hour regu- 
lation discriminated against’ them. 
The petition also challenged. con- 
stitutionality of the Act. 

An increase from the present geéen- 
eral wage of 25 cents an hour to 
30 cents an hour, which becomes 
effective Oct. 24, under the wage- 
hour law, is not. affected by the 
injunction, it was understood. A 
further and special increase to 32% 
cents for 125,000 workers in the tex- 
tile industry, however, will not be- 
come effective until the case in 
New Orleans is decided. 

The wage-hour law will complete 
its first year on the Federal statute 
books Monday without a Supreme 
Court test of its validity, a _ test 
which wage-hour officials said they 
had hoped for in the early stages 
of the Act’s operation. The tex 
tile industry increase has been ex- 
pected to provide such a test. 

Southern textile interests strong- 
ly opposed the 32%-cent order, 
largely because it made no allow- 
ances for a differential between 
Northern and Southern textile man- 
ufacturers. 

The minimum was approved by 
a textile industry committee. The 
law provides for. appointment of 
such committees to recommend a 
higher minimum in particular in- 
dustry than the general minimum, 


U. S. Chamber of Commerce Cites 
Hardships Under New Standards. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 21 (AP).— 
The United States Chamber of 
Commerce said today that the new 
wage-hour standards effective next 
week would increase “difficulties 
and hardships brought on by .the 
law” and create particular prob- 
lems for concerns which have at- 
tained a high rate of industrial 
production. ; 

On Tuesday, the work week un- 
der the Wage-Hour Act will be re- 
duced from 44 to 42 hours and the 
minimum wage will. be increased 
from 25 to 30 cents an hour. Al- 
though wage-hour officials have ex- 
pressed the opinion that industry 
could make the change smoothly, 
the chamber commented in its 
weekly business review: 

“Plants now working eight hours 
a day and four hours on Saturday 
are faced with a two-hour Satur- 
day, usually not feasible, a continu- 
ance of the 44-hour week with over- 
time pay, or either a flat five-day 
week or a staggered arrangement 
over a six-or-seven-day week.” 

Asserting that “rising production 
costs are seen” in the changes, the 
review continued, “the national 
chamber is opposed to continuance 
of the law and will shortly make a 
survey of its eftects to date in local 
communities and in fields of busi- 
ness.” |

Borrowers Have Returned 
$15,302,257, or 20.4 Pct. 
of Debt, Manager Says. 


Missouri borrowers have repaid 
to the Home Owners’ Loan Cor- 
poration a total of $15,302,257, or 
20.4 per cent of their entire prin- 
cipal indebtedness of $74,877,403, 
G. C. Vandover, State manager of 
the corporation, announced yester- 
day. 

Loans of 1142 Missouri borrowers, 


amounting to $3,357,209, have been 
paid in full, while 15,663 are in 
satisfactory condition and clearly 
on their way to debt-free home 
ownership, Vandover said, Also, 
1851 borrowers are making adjust- 
ed payments which indicate that 
they will be able to retain their 
homes, Collections in August were 
98 per cent of monthly billings, with 
collections for the first eight months 
of 1939 exceeding those of any com- 
parable period in the corporation’s 
history. 

“When it is considered that 
HOLC borrowers were on the av- 
erage two and three years in ar- 
rears in both principal and inter- 
est and between two and three 
years on taxes when their loans 
were granted,” Vandover said, “the 
record of their ‘comeback’ is a 
proud one.

N spite of wars that rage on two continents, David Fairchild: has 
| gone exploring again. At the age of 70 he is setting out from Hong- 


kong, China, in & Chinese junk

every modern convenience for the spice islands north of Australia. 


Fairchild's friends and former 


associates here felt that the out- 


break of war in Europe might interfere with his trip, but he has not 
let it stop him, having sailed from California the other day. to join the 


party that will go on the exploration. 


This is one more voyage in Fair- 
ehild’s lifelong search for new 
plants that will enrich American 
life. As a result of his explorations, 
whole regions in the United’ States 
have been transformed. From far 
corners of the globe he has sent 
back roots, bulbs, shoots, seeds, 
fruits to be tested in American soil. 
The date palm, mosaic resistant 
sugar cane, long-staple cotton, the 
goy bean and thousands of other 
lants, many in common use today, 
have been introduced into this coun- 
try by Fairchild. 


Frank N. Meyer Medal 

Not long ago, on the occasion of 
the fiftieth anniversary of his con- 
nection with the Department of Ag- 
riculture, he was given the Frank 
N. Meyer medal, awarded annually 
y the American Genetics Society. 
Presenting the medal, Secretary of 
Agriculture Wallace paid high trib- 
ute to Fairchild, pointing out not 
enly his own personal achievements 
but those of the staff he gathered 
around him as head of the division 
ef plant exploration and introduc- 
tion in the Department of Agricul- 
turee A member of that staff was 
Frank N. Meyer, who covered China, 
Tibet, Manchuria, Mongolia, in his 
search for new plants. And when 
he died in China he directed that 
bis estate should go to create a 
foundation to reward other plant 
discoverers and scientists,

Wealthy Patrons 


Wallace’s reference was to the 
fact that Fairchild has been sin- 
gularly fortunate in enlisting the 
co-operation of wealthy men and 
Women. As a young man he found 
& patron in a wealthy Chicagoan, 
Barbour Lathrop, who financed sev- 
world. 
Much later in his life Allison Ar- 
mour of the Chicago packing fam- 
lly equipped a yacht for plant ex- 
Plorations and for six years Fair- 
ehild, his wife and a scientific staff 
Yoyaged in search of new flora. The 
“angel” for his forthcoming trip to 
the South Seas is Mrs. Anne Arch- 
bold of the Standard Oil family, 
Who will accompany Fairchild and 
tls wife on the forthcoming ex- 
pedition. 

Fairchild has just published his 
Sutobiography under the title, “The 
World Was My Garden.” A thrill- 
ing story of adventure and dis- 
tovery, it minimizes the part that 
the author himself played in track- 
ing down essential new strains of 
both rare and common plants. 

In large things and small Fair- 
ehild was constantly on the look- 
®ut for ways to improve American 
rope. In the little town of 
Teschen, in what was then 8 part 
of Austria, he tasted “maliner 
kren.” 9 very delicate and de- 
lcious horseradish. The Austrian 
Denise, of cultivation was so inter- 

% to Fairchild, with only the 

“Og shoots used for the table, 

" he wrote a special bulletin on 
And, of course, he sent back 
of “maliner kren” to this 


country. Several years later he had 
the satisfaction of visiting a grow- 
er at Camden, N. J., who had made 
a great success of this superior 
kind of horseradish. 

On a visit to Jamaica early in 
his career he discovered the chay- 
ote, a vegetable with “a firmer, 
more agreeable texture than squash 
and an equally delicate flavor.” 
Fairchild sent a number of chayotes 
back to Washington and persuaded 
some people to grow them. For 
many years he tried to popularize 
them but never with very much 
success. Once Mrs. Fairchild 
served chayotes at a luncheon giv- 
en for the then Secretary of Agri- 
culture, David Houston. Houston 
ate them with gusto but the Fair- 


childs’ gratification was ‘somewhat 


lessened when Mrs. Houston said 
that her husband never knew what 
he was eating anyway. Frequently 
Fairchild has encountered a stub- 
born conservatism when he has at- 
tempted to introduce a new food. 


Two Phases of Work 


“Plant introduction,” he writes, 
“has two phases. First, the secur- 
ing of plant material in foreign 
countries and landing it alive in 
America; and second, the dissemi- 
nation and establishment of the 
plants in the fields, gardens, door- 
yards and parks of this country. 

“The first phase is a compara- 
tively simple one, but the discovery 
of where and how to grow these 
plants and how to utilize them, re- 
quires years of patient investiga- 
tion. A pinch of seed may come 
half around the world for a cost of 
only 5 cents. But growing the seed 
will probably require a flat in a 
hot-house followed in sequence by 
a bench of two-inch pots, a green- 
house of six-inch potted plants, half 
an acre of soil in a nursery, an 
orchard and finally an advertising 
campaign and a selling organiza- 
tion. Most of my activities in the 
field of plant introduction had 
been concerned with the easier 
phase of the two.” 


One of Fairchild’s major contri- 
butions was to introduce for the 
first time in 1898 the soybean. He 
brought in both beans! and some 
soil from a Tokyo soybean field. 
He had eaten soybeans in Japan, 
extracting them from the pod in 
the Japanese fashion, but neither 
he nor anyone else had any idea 
at the time that they would play 
so important a part in American 
agriculture. 


Soybean Experiments 
Working with one of his assist- 
ants in the plant introduction of- 
fice in Washington, Fairchild found 
that root nodules could be induced 
on soybean plants by growing them 
in Japanese soil, but when grown 
in new soil they would not develop 
nodules unless the soil was inocu- 
lated. As a result of the experi- 
mental work in Washington, agri- 
cultural experiment stations in Vir- 
ginia, Maine, Michigan and Kan- 
sas began to plan the new crop. 


“IT hope that a book will be writ- 
ten describing the vast soybean in- 
dustry which has developed in 
America since those early begin- 
nings,” Fairchild writes, “and the 
important part played by the va- 
rieties introduced by Frank Meyer 
and later by W. J. Morse and P. H. 
Dorsett. Morse has devoted the 
best years of his life to a careful 
and penetrating study of the soy- 
bean and he should receive the full 
measure of credit for his contribu- 
tion to an industry now measured 
by millions of acres under culture 
in America each year.”

More Than $10,000,000 in Federal 


Loans Invested 


State Where in 1938 Only One 
Farm in Six Was Taking 
Current Now Being Criss- 
crossed With 10,000 Miles of 


Distribution Lines to Serve 


32,000 Consuming Units.

LECTRICITY, the indispensable servant 
FE of the people in the cities and larger 

towns, has been slow to reach the farms 
and villages of Missouri. At the close of 1938 
only one farm out of every six (with dwell- 
ings valued at more than $500) was -receiy- 
ing electric service. 2 

A glimpse of what electricity means to the 
people who live on the farms and get their 
living from agriculture comes from the state- 
ment of J. Art Weaver, dairy farmer at New 
London, Mo., and president of the State-wide 
association of rural electrical co-operatives: 

“Eiectricity performs 100 times as many 
tasks for the agriculturist as for the city 
dweller.” 

Now electrification of Pane in Missouri is 
booming, advancing on a rising tide of co- 
operative enterprise which promises to spread 
a network of transmission lines to nearly all 
the farm homes, crossroads hamlets and 
rural schools and churches. In three years 
the rural electrical co-operative associations 
organized by the farmers have received loans 
of more than $10,000,000 from the Federal 
Government to build and equip about 10,000 
miles of distribution lines serving 32,000 con- 
suming units—farms and rural establish- 
ments. Close to 150,000 persons are the 
present or prospective beneficiaries of this 
undertaking. 


Public Attention Drawn 

By Fight in Legislature 

Public attention was centered on the 
achievements of these co-operatives several 
weeks ago when in the closing days of the 
Legislature an act was passed defining the 
status of the groups which are in fact non- 
profit corporations. To get the bill out of 
the Senate Committee on Agriculture where 
seemingly it was bottled up by antagonistic 
interest several hundred members of the as- 


| sociations virtually marched on Jefferson 


City. They got action. 

The scope of rural electrification in Mis- 
souri, now established or under way in all 
or parts of 89 counties; the methods of op- 
eration; the cost of service to consumers and 
purposes for which it is used—these are 
subjects of this article. 

Reasons for the backwardness in electri- 
fication of farm communities are obvious. 
Electricity as a public utility has been pro- 
moted largely by private enterprise, and since 
the capital invested was seeking a profitable 
return as soon as possible it naturally went 
into the metropolitan centers and industrial 
and commercial towns where customers were 
to be found in greatest concentration, For 
years electricity was looked on as a luxury, 
but it gradually became a universal neces- 
sity in urban homes, stores and workshops. 
Even today the field for rapid development 
and exploitation of electricity in the cities is 
by no means exhausted and there is little 
incentive for private capital to enter the rural 
field on a large scale where returns of neces- 
sity would come much more slowly. 

The Government’s Tennessee Valley, Au- 
thority has helped to awaken the rural sec- 
tions as well as the cities to the advantages 
of wider use of electricity and to the fact 
that it can be made available on the farm as 
well as in the city at prices lower than have 
heretofore prevailed. The TVA, as was told 
in the Post-Dispatch recently, has entered on 
a broad expansion program, adding thousands 
of city and farm homes to the systems dis- 
tributing its low-cost electricity, 


Serving as Many as TVA 

Up to Recent Expansion 

In the present stage of development rural 
electric co-operatives in Missouri are serving 
as many consumers as all of TVA served up 
until a short time ago, but doing it much less 
spectacularly. 

As a public welfare project of the Federal 
Government rural electrification is unique in 
these respects: It is expected to stand on 
its own feet financially and it is not to com- 
pete with existing private utility business. 
This means direct, repayable loans from the 
Government, through the Rural Electrifica- 
tion Administration, to the co-operative asso- 
ciations, but no gifts or grants. The only 
subsidy, if it may be called such, is in the 
maintenance by the REA of engineers and 
other expert advisers who assist the co-opera- 
tives in the design, construction and operation 
of their’ projects, 


The co-operatives pay interest at 2.88 per|

cent on these loans which gives the REA a 
margin above the current cost of Federal 
funds. The co-operatives are expected to 
amortize the loans in 25 years by making 
monthly payments of principal and interest. 
These payments, however, do not start until 
a reasonable time after the borrowing asso- 
ciation has commenced serving its consumers. 

As to non-competition with private utility 
business, Federal'law provides that the REA- 
financed co-operatives may serve only con- 
sumers not already receiving service from a 
central station. This equally protects mu- 
nicipal electric plants in areas where Co- 
operatives are organized. The law also 
provides that loans may be made to private 
utility companies for the purpose of extending 
service, under the REA conditions, to rural 
consumers, but there is only one instance of 
such a loan in Missouri as compared with 26 
active co-operative associations. Several ad- 
ditional co-operatives are in process of oOr- 
ganization. 


No Doubt of Outcome, 
Farmers Clamor for Service 


Among the Missouri co-operatives is the 
Ralls County Electric Co-operative Associa- 
tion of which J. Art Weaver, who was quoted 
at the beginning of this article, is manager. 
Discussing the status and prospects of «the 
Missouri co-operatives with the writer, 
Weaver expressed confidence of their success, 
both financially and as instruments for the 
social and material advancement of the farm 
people. 

Current was turned on in the lines of the 
Ralls: County co-operative last December, 
serving about 400 consumers. Extensions of 
the system are still under way and farm cus- 
tomers are gradually adding more labor-sav- 
ing appliances, It will be several months 
before the system reaches a stabilized operat- 
ing condition where financial results can be 
judged with accuracy. 

Weaver said, however, that he had no 
doubt of the outcome; public acceptance of 
the project was beyond expectations, Farm 
owners who did not come in at the start are 
now clamoring for service, he said; the first 
question prospective buyers of farms ask is 
whether electric service is attached or avail- 
able. 

Having lived many years in St. Louis 
where he was a bank executive, Weaver 
knows how indispensable electricfty is to the 
city dweller, “but it performs 100 times more 
useful tasks for those who live on the farms,’ 
he said. Besides providing lights for dwell- 
ings, barns and chicken houses, some of the 
major uses he mentioned were pumping wa- 
ter, grinding feed, milking the cows, cooling 


the milk, washing and ironing in the home,| 


cooking, refrigerating, cleaning. 

There are dozens of other ways, he pointed 
out, that. farmers, according to their respec- 
tive needs, may use electricity to reduce costs 
and to take drudgery out.of farm work. For 
example, fencing to control livestock is: suc- 
cessfully done with only one or*two strands 
of wire carrying low voltage current; an ani- 
mal touching the wire gets a “sting” and 
soon learns not to get too close; the cost of 
fencing is greatly reduced, 


Electricity may be used to keep water from 
freezing in drinking troughs of animals and 
poultry; brooder houses may be lighted and 
warmed with it; lights may be used to stim- 
ulate egg production at periods of high 
prices. With a few electrically operated tools, 
such as grinder, drill and saw, the farmer 
may easily make repairs on his buildings and 
machines, 

Weaver Is one of the largest customers of 
the co-operative he manages. When his 
health began to fail a few years ago he re- 
tired from banking and returned to New 
London, which had been his home in boy- 
hood. He had been with a large downtown 
bank in .St. Louis for 35 years and for many 
years had been a vice-president. Back in 
the old home town, he purchased a farm and 
took up dairying. Now he sells milk in the 
St. Louis market. The coming of elecricity 
was a boon to.him. He installed a feed 
grinder, milk cooler, water pump, and other 
equipment to facilitate operation of his dairy 
business. The large old home which he and 
his wife oceupy also was completely equipped 
for electric service. Besides lights, it has 
range, refrigerator, washing machine, radio. 


| A modern plumbing system has been installed,

And Now It’s South St. Louis. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


HORTLY after Pierre Laclede Ligueste 

established his trading post at St. | 
Louis, Clement Delor de Treget voyaged | 
up the Mississippi from Ste. Genevieve 
to inspect Laclede's Village, as the new 
settlement was first called. 

The locality, just north of the mouth 
of the River des Peres, attracted De Tre- 
get’s favorable attention and he suc- 
cessfully applied to Louis St. Ange de! 
Bellerive, commandant at Fort de Char- 
tres, for a grant of land there. 

At the foot of what is now Elwood 
street, he built a small stone house which 
stood for more than a century. Around 
this little stone house a village soon 
formed, which, at first, was called De- 
lor’s Village, but later took the name of 
another early settler, Louis Catalan, and 
became known as Catalan’s Prairie. 

The first settlers of Delor Village were 
poor and had considerable difficulty in 
establishing themselves. When they vis- 
ited Laclede Village, the St. Louisans 
would greet them derisively with “Voila! 
les vides poches.” (Behold! the empty 
pockets.) Thus, the little settlement 
gained the sobriquet of “Vide Poche.” In 
retaliation, they nick-named St. Louis, 
“Pain Court,” meaning “Bread Short.” 

In 1776, Delor’s Village was named 
Carondelet, after Baron de Carondelet, 
Territorial Governor of Louisiana under 
Spanish rule. When Louisiana was pur- 
chased by the United States, the village 
had a population of about 150. 

Under American pronunciation, the old 
sobriquet of “Vide Poche,” became cor- 
rupted into “Weed Bush.” However, un- 
der American rule, Carondelet soon de- 
veloped from a “Weed Bush” ‘into a cen- 
ter of thriving industrial plants. It be- 
came one of the busiest ports along the 
Mississippi, and the people of “Pain 
Court” eagerly annexed it to their own 
domain. They have never been short of 
bread since.

THE POST-DISPATCH AND WAR NEWS. 
The problem of presenting a true picture of the 
war is one about which newspapers may well take 
counsel with their readers. Mr, Roosevelt said 
recently that the American people are the best- 
informed in the world; and that is correct; they 
know more about what is going on in Burope, for 
example, than do the people of Europe. Our press 
is absolutely free and it is the only press among 
the great nations of the world that is absolutely 
free. 
In modern warfare, h@wever, propaganda is a 
weapon that oftem out-chatters the machine guns; 
that often outroars the heaviest artillery. Prop- 
aganda, at its best, is distortion of truth. At 
its worst, propaganda is the creation of falsehood. 
Censorship is ahother weapon of modern warfare. 
It is suppression of truth. With those two weapons, 
freely and brazenly used by the warring countries, 
the editors and readers of a free press must grapple 
every day. 

Since the desire of editors and readers to get 
at the truth is identical, their guideposts are iden- 
tical. Fundamentally they must approach the news 
with skepticism and discrimination. Each story 
has its dateline. Is it from London, Paris, Moscow 
or Berlin? Then it has been subjected to an actual 
or implied censorship to prevent the dispatch of 
information damaging to the cause of the nation 
involved. What is the origin of the story? Is it 
an official statement? In that case, it is prepared 
with the idea of magnifying victories or minimizing 
losses. Is it represented as a fact, a report, a 
rumor, a prediction? Who wrote it? 

These are some of the questions both editors and 
readers must ask themselves and they are questions 
which often can be satisfactorily answered. What 
helps also to sift truth from falsehood is that all 
of the belligerents have use of cables, telephones 
and radio. If a German submarine sinks. a British 
battleship, Berlin hurries to report the fact, just 
as London eagerly transmits the news that a favor- 
able treaty has been concluded with Turkey. If the 
news of the battleship sinking is true, a reluctant 
admission comes from London and the fact is es- 
tablished. If a treaty has been concluded with 
Turkey, a judgment as to how favorable to Britain it 
is may be reached by reading the official comment 
from Berlin and Moscow. 

It is the purpose of the Post-Dispatch to print all 
the news that is available from both sides, to iden- 
tify it clearly as to origin and source, and to bal- 
ance, as far as possible, the news from one side 
as to a certain incident with the report from the 
other side. We printed, for example, the French 
report that the Germans lost 5000 men in the recent 
push on the Western front along with the German 
report that they had lost only 666. Someone is 
lying. Perhaps both Germans and French are lying. 
But the publication of two conflicting reports imme- 
diately puts readers on their guard. 

So this newspaper is protecting the reader by print- 
ing facts as facts, rumors as rumors and refusing to 
print propaganda except when it becomes a matter 
of news. An illustration of propaganda which be- 
comes news are the official statements by responsible 
spokesman of the various warring governments, some 
of which are obviously unfair or exaggerated, but 
which, like speeches by Hitler or Chamberlain, must 
be printed for what they are worth. These are also 
the principles of news reporting and news editing 
which guide the two major news services supplying 
the Post-Dispatch from Europe—the Associated Press 
and the Chicago Daily News foreign service.

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A VOICE IN THE WILDERNESS. 

Herbert Hoover’s New York radio address was the 
voice of civilization in a savage world. War is say- 
agery. War is brutality triumphant. War is hell. 
That was an old truth when Sherman said it. : It is 
a ghastly young truth today.. The text of Mr, Hoo- 
ver’s passionate sermon was “the rules of civilized 
warfare.” An ancient sentiment which may have 
had some validity when war was a knightly profes- 
sion, but an empty pretense now which science has 
obliterated. 

The business of war is death and destruction on 
the largest, swiftest possible scale. There is no non- 
combatant. There is no exemption. There is no 
immunity. The immemorial beauty of a Gothic 
tower that can never be rebuilt is lost in a blast 
of leaden lightning. The glory that was Greece, 
the grandeur that. was Rome, is reduced to rubble. 
And women and children perish in the slaughter. 

Mr. Hoover has seen the consequences of war as 
few men have. The memory sickens his soul. He 
pleads with America to have no part in the massacre 
of civilians. Whatever we may conclude to do in 
the matter of providing the belligerents with weapons 
of war, he would proscribe bombing planes, tear 
bombs, poison gas and submarines as beyond the 
pale of America’s conscience. 

But Herbert Hoover is a voice in the wilderness. 


In the ruthless equation of war, the nations will) 


utilize whatever instruments inventiveness contrives. 
A great naval Power like England may denounce the 
submarine, but the submarine is the answer to the 
need of a blockaded nation. . 

America may shudder, with Herbert Hoover, at 
the thought of reddening her hands, however indi- 
rectly, with the blood of children, but a nation at war 
may indulge no quixotic moods. Bombers will ride 
the winds under all colors, if under any color, and 
so with poison gas, ahd submarines and every loath- 
some thing. |

There will be 
more Shakespeare when Maurice Evans presents his 
distinguished version of “Hamlet.” The two Kath- 
arines—Cornell and Hepburn—are sure to be well re- 
ceived. They will appear in “No Time for Com- 
edy” and “Philadelphia Story,” respectively. And 
Tallulah Bankhead is promised in “The Little Foxes.” 
But the artistic triumph of the season may well come 
Christmas week with Raymond Massey in “Abe Lin- 
coln in Illinois.” 

So while “the time is out of joint,” St. Louis will 
not lack for divertisement. Its season has been well 
arranged. And “for this relief much thanks,” to the 
Playgoers, This organization, now in its third year, 
‘has brought the great plays and players of America 
back to St. Louis, where, not so long ago, those in 
search of entertainment had a choice only of “double 
features.” By their advance subscriptions for seats, 
the Playgoers have insured the Broadway managers 
against loss in bringing hits to the city, and they 
have assured us of a grand winter’s entertainment. 
Once shunned by the booking agents like the plague, 
St. Louis has become, in Variety’s phrase, the first 
city of “the road.”

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MISSOURI'S NEW PRISON. 

The Missouri State Building Commission did more 
than receive bids Friday on the installation of elec- 
tric and generating equipment and an electrical dis- 
tribution system at the new $875,000 auxiliary prison’ 
near Jefferson City. It ended at last the backing 
and filling which has kept the new prison idle since 
last April because of lack of electric power, The 
delay was altogether unnecessary as the State Build- 
ing Commission had only to follow its established 
policy of furnishing State-owned institutions with 
State-generated electric power. But for some reason 
sentiment developed for purchase of power for the 
new prison from a privately owned utility and so 
for a half-year the new facilities for the care of 
State prisoners have gone unused. With the ob- 
stacle removed, Gov.

Warning Against 2 War Boom

Current price increases are largely unjustified, economist says; 
they rise from speculation and efforts to expand inventories; finds 
production level still well above that of consumption; warns of 
disaster in ultimate collapse of artificially induced boom.

in the United States appears—at least 

on the surface of things—to be highly 
promising. Even before the outbreak of 
war abroad, corporate earnings were show- 
ing a somewhat unexpected improvement; 
and now with the added stimulus of war 
demands, the outlook for dividends in the 
near future appears indeed promising. 

Production is expanding, employment in- 
creasing, purchasing power broadening and 
national income rising. The recent increase 
in food and raw material prices is—in the 
main—regarded as helpful rather than other- 
wise, bringing about a better equilibrium 
between various segments of the economic 
system. Superficially, it would seem that 
our prayers are at last being answered. 

But sober reflection warns of lurking 
dangers. Are we not stocking up with 
inventories and expanding production sched- 
ules at too rapid a pace? What if the 
war should end suddenly? Even if it 
proves to be of long duration, what will 
be the ultimate repercussions upon this 
country? Are we not even now riding the 
wind and promoting a business boom, with 
the familiar distortion of prices, wages and 
other cost factors? Are we not sure to see 
sooner or later, and perhaps sooner rather 
than later, a new collapse and another pro- 
tracted period of painful readjustment? 

It is no part of my purpose to venture 
a prediction as to the probable magnitude 
of the present expansion movement or its 
possible duration. My sole object is to dis- 
cuss what I conceive to be the fundamental 
economic ‘requirements of the present situa- 
tion and the industrial policies necessary to 
achieve the desired ends. 


As a foundation for the consideration of 
business policies at this time, we should 
obviously have in mind a clearly defined 
national economic objective or goal. I would 
state the desirable objectives in the follow- 
ing terms: The economic goal of the United 
States at this time should be to make a full 
utilization of our productive resources in 
expanding production without permitting a 
general inflation of prices and a destruc- 
tion of equilibrium in the economic system. 

There is no scarcity basis for a great 
advance in the general level of commodity 
prices, Indeed, when one looks at the sit- 
uation in terms of the effective utiliza- 
tion of productive energy, it would seem 
clear that, as output expands, unit costs of 
production should, for a time, fall.

When productive resources are 
not fully employed, there is obvious waste,

The sharp increase which has occurred 
in the prices of raw materials is clearly 
the result of two sources of demand: (1) 
from speculators seeking to make profits 
by anticipating price advances based on 
expectations of wartime inflation; and (2) 
from industries de 
tories 


A T the moment, the economic situation 


‘ 


quate, there is much reason for believing 
that the great upsurge in raw material buy- 
ing which has occurred since August has 
resulted in a greater advance in raw ma- 
terial prices than is warranted by the 
fundamental supply and demand factors in 
the situation. Much of the speculative buy- 
ing has been based upon exaggerated no- 
tions about world-wide inflation. Inventory 
purchases have also been on a plane which 
may well be above that warranted by the 
demand from ultimate consumers. 

There is clear evidence that the current 
level of production is substantially above 
the current level of consumption. While 
consumptive demand may be expected to 
increase as employment expands, the ques- 
tion remains: Has not inventory accumula- 
tion once again been excessive? The an- 
swer will depend in no small degree on 
the probable magnitude of European war 
demands, 

Bearing in mind the fact that the level 
of manufacturing production at present is 
well above the plane of final consumption, 
that it appears doubtful whether European 
war demands, except in special lines, will 
be comparable in magnitude to those of the 
World War, and that raw material and 
wage costs are below the level of 1937, it 
would seem that a general advance in the 
prices of manufactured goods at this time 
would be distinctly unfortunate. 


At the beginning of this address, it was 
stated that the economic goal of the United 
States at this difficult and uncertain pe 
riod should be to make a full utilization 
ef our productive resources in expanding 
production without permitting a -general 
inflation of prices and a destruction of 


‘equilibrium. If this national objective be 


accepted, it follows that advances in in- 
dustrial prices at‘ this time should be re- 
sisted to the utmost. We should seek to 
make increased profits by a fuller and a 
steadier utilization of capacity, and by ever- 
increasing efficiency in production. 

The only real profits, like the only real 
wages, are those which arise from increased 
production, Profits resulting merely from 
purchasing goods at one price and selling 
them at an advance are not of a construc- 
tive character; that is, they are not backed 
by tangible goods and sérvices and add noth- 
ing in primary terms to society's wealth. 

Moreover, such profits are in the main 
illusory—for when utilized in the replenish- 
ment of inventories or the construction of 
new plant and equipment which have also 
risen in price, a dollar of profits will not 
go as far as before. Thus, the apparent 
gains are nullified, 

Such price advances, as our industrial 
history proves, lead to collapse and depres- 
sion, the losses of which more than offset 
any tangible gains that may have been real-

Details of the plan 
have been published. 

Approved at Convention. 

The decision to appeal to the 
public was made by the State Bar 
Association’s Committee on Amend- 
ments, Judiciary and Procedure 
after the last Legislature failed to 
dopt the proposed joint resolution, 
and it was approved unanimously 
at the recent convention of the 
association in St. Joseph. 

Already an educational campaign 
is being blocked out to reach all

He spent many 
days conferring with technical di- 
rectors of the Pabst and Schlitz 
brewing companies in Milwaukee 
and the Anheuser-Busch company 
in St. Louis on barley’ and hops. 
American farmers preferred to 
grow one type of barley for all pur- 
poses, but Fairchild’s research in 
Europe had led him to believe that 
a certain type was far superior for 
making beer. He records that from 
1903 to 1906 he spent much time 
on the brewing industry, studying 
the cell structure and cell chemis- 
try of the barley kernel, 


Rushes in South Carolina. 


Somewhat later he devoted no lit- 
tle time and energy to an attempt 
to establish the growing of rushes 
in South Carolina, Cheaper meth- 
ods of production in Texas and 
Louisiana had all but ruined the 
Carolina rite industry and planters 
were begging for a new crop adapt- 
able to their plantations, 

Fairchild believed it would be 
possible to grow a long rush similar 
‘to the Japanese rush which could 
be manufactured into matting on 
power looms. The result would be 


|@ superior matting at a cost close 
to that of the Japanese handwoven 
‘matting which was then imported 
in considerable quantities. A man- 
ufacturer in Maine had looms con- 
structed on which the matting was 


to be woven. 


The only thing that remained was 
to adapt the Japanese rush to Car- 
olina swamps. One of Fairchild’s 
assistants was sent to Japan for 
plants of a particular strain. These 
were started first on the plantation 
of Gen. E. P. Alexander and ex- 
tended from there to other planta- 
tions. At the same time the Samar, 
a giant sedge from the irrigated 
lands of the Nile Delta, was also 
brought to South Carolina. 


“Our efforts proved futile,” Fair- 
child writes, “for with all the skill 
at our command, we could not 
make any rush grow sufficiently 
long for matting purposes except 
the Samar, which had to be split 
before it could be used. This pre- 
sented technical difficulties which 
we could not overcome with the 
machines available.” 


Egyptian Date Palms. 


Often early efforts proved futile 
and only constant persistence over 
a period of years resulted in the 
firm establishment of a new plant. 
That was true of the date palm. 
From Egypt Fairchild shipped back 
to Washington suckers of six varie- 
ties of dates. Later he was to see 
some of these growing and bear- 
ing fruit in. Arizona. But millions 
of dollars were spent and a half 
dozen horticultural investigators 
devoted their lives to research over 
a period of 25 years before date 
culture was actually established in 
the Southwest, Fairchild writes. 


More actual scientific knowledge 
with regard to the date palm has 
been accumulated in California and 
Arizona than was to be found in 
all of the Old World, according to 
the plant explorer. And this is true 
despite the fact that the date palm 
was cultivated at least 3000 years 
pefore the birth of Christ.

The Missouri Rural Electric Co- 
operative Association at Palmyra, 
for instance, the first to be organ- 
ized in the State, charges $3 for the 
first 40 kilowatt hours (or less), 4% 
cents each for the next 40, 2% cents 


each for the next 120 and 1% cents 
each for all over. 200. For the small- 
er usages, these rates would be 
considered high in St. Louis, where 
the minimum residential bill is 50 
cents and the average residential 
consumption 81 kilowatt hours 4 
month. The theory of rural electri- 
fication, however, is that the uses

work got under way more came in, 
and now 40 installations have been 
made and about 15 more are in 
prospect, 

The co-operative at Palmyra is 
just getting under way a program 
of plumbing installations and has 
about 45 jobs in sight. The man- 
ager at Palmyra is H. C. McAfee 
who had 20 years’ experience with 
utility companies before he took his 
present job. He ig as confident as 
Manager Weaver at New London 
that the co-operatives will be stc- 
cessful. : 

“When we began operating,” Mo- 
Afee said, “many skeptics asserted 
the farmers had no money, would 
not be able to pay for service and 
could not buy appliances. We have 
been operating for more than two 
years with about 1100 members and 
have not lost a consumer because 
of inability to pay.” 

Both McAfee and Weaver com- 
mented on the necessity for keeping 
operating costs at the lowest possi- 
ble point. A great saving as coms: 
pared with private utility compa- 
nies comes from the facts that cap- 
ital is obtained at a very low rate 
of interest and the business is 
owned by its members and does not 
have to make a profit for inves- 
tors. The engineering and account- 
ing experts of the REA also have 
worked out construction and oper- 
ation economies for the benefit of 
the co-operatives. 


One Economy. 


One economy practiced in both 
associations is a system for the 
monthly reading of meters by the 
consumers themselves; the reports 
being mailed to the co-operative of- 
fice. In some cases the members 
compute their bills and send checks 
with the meter readings. McAfee 
said that meter readers from his of- 
fice recently checked all the meters 
on the lines and found not one 
eroneous report had been’ made by 
the consumers. Under this plan the 
meters are checked every three to 
six months, 


In the territories of some of the 
co-operatives, Weaver said, dealers 
in electrical appliances have bene- 
fited from the opening up of a new 
market, but in other territories the 
dealers were said to have failed to 
recognize the opportunity. Im these 
places mail order houses stepped in 
and got the cream of the business. 


Among most of the Missouri co- 
operatives, however, the market for 
appliances has not been developed. 
The consumers start out conserva- 
tively, with a small amount of 
equipment, and when they become 
adjusted to the monthly bills and 
see that increased usage can be had 
at relatively much lower cost they 
add other appliances. Both Weaver 
and McAfee were of the opinion 
there is a vast potential market 
for electrical equipment on the 
farms which should stimulate busi- 
ness of both dealers and manu- 
facturers. McAfee estimated the 
average farm consumer will pur- 
chase $500 worth of equipment. 

Among 320 rural consumers from 
whom reports were received in a 
survey conducted by McAfee, elec- 
trical appliances were in use as 
follows: 301 electric irons, 287 non- 
battery radios, 233 washing ma- 
chines, 174 refrigerators, 130 toast- 
ers, 8 vacuum cleaners, 42 water 
pumps, 47 motors for miscellaneous 
power uses, 35 hot plates, 23 poultry 
eater 20 coffee makers, 17 cream 
separators, 13 milking machines, 
10 ranges, nine roasters, eight milk 
coolers.

and general stores in the. cross- 
roads villages pay an average of 
about $7 to $8 a month. 

Every customer of a co-operative 
must be a member of the associa- 
tion for which he pays a member- 
ship fee of $5. Each member has 
one vote and at annual meetings 
the members elect directors, usually 
eight or nine. The directors hire 
the manager and other employes. 

Emphasis is constantly placed on 
the fact that members of the co- 
operative own the electrical system, 
and that its success depends on 
their interest and co-operation, 

One of the p»blems of the co- 
operatives not yeu fully settled is 
that of liability for taxation. It is 
contended by some of the groups 
that as non-profit corporations es- 
tablished by members to serve 
themselves they are not liable to 
taxation. | 

Another view is that the associa- 
tions would be in a sounder legal 
position if they paid taxes on a 
nominal assessment. A valuation 
of $25 a mile has been suggested for 
this purpose. It is probable that 
by general consent a basis approxi- 
mating this will be adopted. 

Another roblem. 


Another problem is the procuring 
of energy. None of the co-opera- 
tives in Missouri generates its own 
energy. Seventeen buy it from 
plants owned by municipalities, and 
eight buy from utility corporations. 
The source of power for one has 
not yet been approved. 

Those buying from municipalities 
are paying an average of about 1% 
cents a kilowatt-hour. This is gen- 
erally considered to be higher than 
is justified, and there are indica- 
tions that in some cases contracts 
will be revised on the basis of 
about one cent a kilowatt-hour. The 
utility. companies in most cases 
have demanded higher wholesale 
prices than those quoted by mu- 
nicipalities, but some of them are 
showing a disposition to meet the 
prices of the municipal plants.

Leiserson’s Career. 


Certainly when he accepted at the 
age of 56 an appointment on the 
board to succeed Donald Wakefield 
Smith, Leiserson tackled perhaps 
the most difficult job in his entire 
career. Brought by his parents 
from Estonia at the age of seven, 
his story is that of the immigrant’s 
rise. Educated through his own ef- 
forts, he was graduated from the 
University of Wisconsin at a time 
when that school had almost: a mo- 
nopoly on leading teachers in the 
field of economics and sociology. 


After he had taken a Ph. D. from 
Columbia University in New York, 
he returned to Wisconsin to be- 
come Deputy State Industrial Com- 
missioner. While in that job and 
later superintendent of Wiscon- 
sin’s State Employment Service 
Leiserson had a leading part in 
drafting many of the advanced laws 
adopted by that State under the dl- 
rection of the elder LaFollette. His 
work as a mediator has taken him 
to every part of the country and in- 
to every kind of industry. 


Naturally, in that kind of work 
he has taken a great many brick- 
bats and so he should be accus- 
tomed to the shower of criticism 
which has fallen upon the Labor 
Board almost from its inception.

Rigid Interpretation Viewed 
as Possible Scheme to 
Make Law Onerous, 
Force Amendments.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 21. — Is At- 


torney-General Frank Murphy rig- 
idly interpreting the Hatch Act to 
prevent pernicious political activi- 
ties in order to force liberalizing 
amendments at the regular session 
of Congress? 

This puzzling question arises from 
Murphy’s order to United States At- 
torneys, Marshals, their assistants 
and deputies that they must resign 


from offices in political organiza- 
tions or from their Federal jobs, 
and his more general intimations 
that Federal officials cannot legally 
participate in local political cam- 
paigns. 

Murphy's letter to the district at- 
torneys and marshals was his sec- 
ond since enactment of the Hatch 
law. After quoting the paragraph 
in the law which states that “no 
officer or employe in executive 
branch of the Government... shall 
take any active part in political 
management or in political cam- 
paigns,” the circular continued: 

“For an officer or employe of the 
executive branch of the Federal 
Government to hold any office in 
any political party organization or 
political club, or to be a member of 
any committee of any political par- 
ty organization or political club, is 
deemed to be a violation of the fore- 
going provision. Accordingly, if 
you hold any such office or com- 
mittee membership, you should 
forthwith resign therefrom, or from 
your present position under the 
Federal Government.” 

The letter concluded by calling 
for an acknowledgment of receipt 
of the circular. 


No Relaxation Allowed. 


Besides making public the second 
warning this week, Murphy also re- 
vealed that he had stopped the is- 
gsuance of another interpretation 
of the law which would have per- 
mitted Federal officials in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia and nearby Mary- 
land and Virginia to hold local po- 
litical offices, such as membership 
on school boards, or to participate 
actively in local campaigns. This 
interpretation had been asked by 
Federal employes. Murphy said he 
had instructed department officials 
that no ruling should be made “for 
the time being” which might be 
construed as curtailing the appli- 
cation of the Hatch Act. 


Murphy and other high ranking 
New Deal officials are known to 
want liberalization of the Hatch 
law. Administration leaders, such 
as Postmaster-General-Democratic 
National Chairman Farley fought 
the proposal when it was in Con- 
gress, and when the President be- 
latedly and reluctantly signed «the 
bill, he publicly announced that it 
needed several clarifying amend- 
ments, 


In August, when Murphy told the 
District Attorney and his assistant 
in Pittsburgh, Pa., both candidates 
for State offices, that they must 
resign their Federal posts, he ex- 
plained the strictness of his order 
by saying: 

“It will help greatly to encour- 
age, not the destruction of the 
Hatch law, but its wider applica- 
tion in new legislation which many 
of us hope for.” , 


Time for a Move.

has not started a drive for amend- 
ments in order to create pressure 
from loca] politicians “back home” 
who can make their influence felt 
on members of Congress.

These are 
the months before the regular ses- 
sion when aspiring candidates must 
make up their minds whether they 
will make the primary campaigns. 
If the law is not liberalized until 
next spring, the amendments will 
come too late for the 1940 primary 
and election campaigns. | 


In his statement on signing th 
bill, Roosevelt, as President and as 
head of the Democratic party, point- 
ed out that the law, as written, 
discriminated against Federal em- 
ployes in favor of state and local 
officials. He asserted that it would 
be constitutional to put local offi- 
cials under the same restrictions. 
It is as important for the New 
Deal to have its supporters in local 
jobs as in the Federal jobs. Perhaps 
these local officeholders, in the 
aggregate, are more important be- 
cause they are in close touch with 
the individual, grass roots, voters 

Attorney-General Murphy believes 
the Hatch law will stand the con- 
stitutional test, even to the extent 
of requiring Federal officials to re- 
sign before running for local offices 
or participating actively in a cam- 
paign for a friend seeking such a 
job as county assessor. 


Under his order this week, a 
United States Attorney, Marshal or 
an assistant cannot even serve on 
the entertainment or publicity com- 
mittee of a local political organiza- 
tion or club. The order is loosely 
drawn, in that it does not distin- 
guish between such committees and 
the more formal committees for 
county, congressional or State or- 
ganizations, but it also includes 
these latter groups. 


Here is how the new order would 


work in Missouri, for example, if 
District Attorney Maurice Milli- 
gan of Kansas City should seek 
the Democratic senatorial nomina- 
tion against Gov. Stark and Sen- 
ator Truman: : 


Stark, as Governor, could retain 
his State position, and in fact, have 
his entire State organization help 
him in his campaign. Truman, as 
Senator, is exempt from the Hatch 
law, as are his secretaries and 
clerks. But Milligan, as an official 
in the executive department of the 
Federal Government, would have to 
resign upon announcing his can- 
didacy, and members of his staff 
could not actively aid him, or take 
part in local campaigns which 
might help him. 

What is true in this hypothetical] 
case is true of other district attor- 
neys, marshals, collectors of inter- 
nal revenue and the thousands of 
aspiring Federal officials through- 
out the country and in Washington. 

During the prohibition era a few 
ardent wets advocated a strict en- 
forcement of the Volstead Act as a 
way to obtain repeal. Perhaps Mur- 
phy, with the aid of New Deal 
strategists, is trying out this tactic.

Asks Board Not to Shut 
Library Writing Room 


Daughter of Woman Who Supervised Job- 
Seekers’ Haven for 25 Years Offers 
to Help Keep It Open. 


Letters to directors of the St. 
Louis Public Library asking them 
to continue services of the public 
writing room at Central Library, 
long a haven for the underprivi- 
leged and unemployed, were mailed 
yesterday by Miss Frances Preston 
Brown, daughter of Mrs. Lucy Pres- 
ton Brown, custodian of the de- 
partment since its inception 25 
years ago, 
Announcement that the writing 
room would be closed Nov. 1 or soon’ 
thereafter in the interest of econ- 
omy was made by Librarian Charles 
H, Compton following the death last 
Monday of Mrs. Brown, who had 
expressed fears that this might be 
done. 
Moved by the memory of her 
mother’s interest in the department 
she had established and directed, 
and the people who made use of its 
facilities, Miss Brown called atten- 
tion to records showing that 500 to 
2000 persons used the room each 
month. 

Haven for Job-Seekers. 
“If the writing room is discon- 
tinued,” she said, “there will be no 
place where the underprivileged 
can go to write letters applying for 
jobs or telling their family and 
friends of their whereabouts and 
their doings. I grew up in this 
room and I know what it has meant 
to. many people in hope and cour- 
age. I feel that the writing room 
renders the public a very important 
service and I have the very natural 
wish of a daughter that this real 
public benefit which my mother did 
so much to create, and which I 
know always remained dear to her 
heart, be maintained as a fitting 
living monument to her capacity 
and. personality.” 
Establishment of the public writ- 
ing room resulted from a confer- 
ence of Mrs. Brown and former 
Librarian Arthur E. Bostwick in 
1914. Use of pen and ink in the 
reference and applied science rooms 
was forbidden since fountain pens 
of those days could seldom be used 
satisfactorily without qa frequent 
downward swing which threw ink 
on the tile or cork floors. 
Bostwick thought a public writ- 
ing room where ink might be used 
was needed. Mrs. Brown, faced 
with the necessity of supporting 
two children because her husband’s 
sight had failed, agreed to super- 
vise the room in return for the 
privilege of offering her services as 


| 


a public stenographer to those who 
might wish to dictate letters or 
have her copy library material. 

For 12 years she received no oth- 
er compensation. Most of those 
who visited the public writing 
room came there because of their 
poverty and had no need of her 
services. In 1926 she began re- 
ceiving a salary of $100 a month 
from the library with the under- 
standing that she might continue 
to operate her stenographic service. 

Daughter Fills Job. 

The service gradually attracted 
a small regular clientele and ac- 
quired some value. This was be- 
queathed to Miss Brown by her 
mother’s will. At the end of her 
third year at Woman’s Medical 
College of Pennsylvania at Phila- 
delphia, Miss Brown was called to 
St. Louis by her mother’s illness 
last June. She took over her moth- 
er’s duties at the public writing 
room at a salary reduced to $75’ a 
month. 

Although Miss Brown had asked 
that she be. permitted to continue 
as custodian of the writing room 
for six months because of obliga- 
tions incurred through the illness 
and death of her mother, she said 
she had withdrawn the request. 

In an effort to save the public 
writing room, she offered the li- 
brary board the business and good 
will of the stenographic service be- 
queathed to her in the hope that 
the board might be able to con- 
tinue operation of the room by of- 
fering it as an added inducement 
to a custodian. Potential earnings 
were estimated by her at $1000 a 
year. 

Twenty-fifth Anniversary. 

On Oct. 13; two days before Mrs. 
Brown’s death, she asked her 
daughter to post a notice on the 
room’s bulletin board calling at- 
tention to the date as marking the 
twenty-fifth anniversary of the 
establishment of the room and 
wishing her friends well. 

In letters to friends at the time 
of Mrs. Brown’s death, Miss Brown 
told of her mother’s wish that no 
flowers be sent but that any such 
funds be used as contributions to 
the American Civil Liberties Un- 
ion, Commonwealth College at 
Mena, Ark., or any other object in 
which her friends might be inter- 
ested. After cremation, the ashes 
were sent to Troy, Pa., where Mrs. 


Brown was born.

State criminal courts, In preparing / 


to take its action, the Police Board 
obtained from Charles P. Billings, 
chief clerk to the Circuit Attor- 
ney, a list of all bail bonds out- 
standing on Oct. 14 in Circuit 
Court and Court of Criminal Cor- 
rection. 

This list showed 27 sureties, most 
ly of them professional bondsmen, 
signing bonds for fees, who were 
on bail totaling $835,500, while their 
net worth was $167,760. In qualify- 
ing before the courts they had 
stated they owned, in the aggre- 
gate, real estate valued at $248,570, 
but 19 of them had mortgages 
against their properties amounting 
to $71,850. The five barred by the 
Police Board were among the 27 
on the list. 

There is no law or rule limiting 
the volume of bonds a surety may 
furnish in proportion to his net 
worth. Any limitation is a matter 
of judicial discretion in accepting 
each bond. Compared to the num- 
ber of bonds accepted in the course 
of a year’s business in the courts,’ 
the volume of forfeitures is small. 

Bondsmen dropped from the 
Police Court list earlier in the 
week were George Burke, Raphael 
Tivoli and Joseph B. Neu.

graduate work in engineering, Dr. 
Varney got busy and constructed a 
working model which has been in 
use in the medical school bacteri- 
ological laboratory ever since. An 
improved model now is being mar- 
keted by the Aloe Co. 

The electrical counter to the lay 
eye is a box-like affair with a 
sloping top, somewhat resembling 
an adding machine, On the top is 
a round gilass-covered opening, large 
enough to hold a glass “Petri dish,” 
which contains the bacterial colo- 
nies suspended in an agar jelly. 
Electric lights on either side of the 
opening throw an oblique light on 
the colonies through the giass. A 
large magnifying glass is extended 
over the round opening, enlarging 
the object being viewed three and 
a half times. 

A metal rod with a pointed end 
is attached to the top of the device 
under the magnifying glass, in such 
a way that it can be lowered into 
the Petri dish when the operator 
is ready to begin. The rod carries 
a minute electrical current, but 
the circuit is not completed until 
the operator, holding a pencil-like 
instrument in his hand, presses it 
into the jelly with his hand in 
contact with the metal top of the 
box. Each time the operator 
touches the jelly the circuit is com- 
pleted and a magnetic automatic 
counting device in the back of the 
box is actuated. At the same time 
the electrical charge obliterates the 
particular bacterial colony in the 
jelly which the operator has 
touched. 

By the method formerly used the 
operator had to count the colonies 
mentally and, since the number in 
a given specimen sometimes runs 
into thousands, it was a trying 
task.

ing with silt carried into it from 
the nearby clay bluffs by Harding 
ditch, a drainage canal maintained 
by the levee board, Griffin esti- 
mates that 500,000 cubic yards of 
clay have been carried into the 
jake since it was dredged about 
10 years ago. 

Lake No. 3 is primarily for boat- 
ing and fishing. It also is the 
site of the annual Lady of the 
Lake Pageant which was presented 
for the third time last month. With 
WPA labor the: park board con- 
structed a huge grandstand fac- 
ing a channel between No. 3 and 
No. 2 lakes. Three years ago 
the pageant sponsors were able to 
sail floats through the channel, 
then nine feet deep. A year ago 
the channel wag dynamited to pro- 
vide passage, but last month the 
channel had disappeared and the 
floats were placed on stilts and 
“posed.” 

A park board engineer told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter yesterday 
that poor engineering two years ago 
in the widening and deepening of 
Harding ditch, a WPA project, 
was the chief cause of the rapid 
filling. He explained that the clay 
walls were cut away too deeply and 
abruptly. 

The engineer said provisions for 
norma! siltage had been made when 
the lake was dredged. A 16-foot 
basin was dug at the mouth of the 
ditch which, according to the dredg- 
er’s estimate, could have been emp- 
tied each 10-year period at mini- 
mum cost. He estimated it would 
now cost about $150,000 to remove 
the silt. 

Stephen H. Kernan, president of 
the East Side Levee Board, told the 
reporter his group would not ac- 
cept responsibility for the condi- 
tion. 

“The problem is an old one that 
the park board engineers should 
have anticipated years ago,” he 
said. “We had a right-of-way 
through Pittsburgh Lake before the 
park board took it over. Our en- 
gineers estimated recently that 11,- 
255 cubic yards of siding had been 
carried away from Harding ditch 
since we widened it. We believe 
the rest of the 500,000 cubic yards 
of clay now in the lake came from 
the bluffs and we don’t plead guilty 
to responsibility for that.” 


JOHN DEWEY’S 80TH BIRTHDAY 
OBSERVED AT MEETING OF 800 


Educator and Philosopher Sends 
Message Pleading for “Moral 
and Human” Democracy. 


. NEW YORK, Oct. 21 (AP). — 
Eight hundred educators represent- 
ng 70 universities gathered last 
night to honor John Dewey, educa- 
tor and philosopher, on his eightieth 
birthday and heard a plea by proxy 
from the pioneer progressive edu- 
cational leader for a “moral and 
human” democracy. 

Dewey, a professor at Columbia 
University here, spent the day at 
the farm of his daughter in Green 
Castle, Md. 

“Democracy is now as important 
an issue as 150 years ago when it 
was created in America,” he said in 
& message read by Dr. Horace M. 
Kallen of the New School for So- 
cial Research. “When it was cre- 
ated, it was a natural, almost in- 
evitable product of the pioneer type 
of life. But at present our frontier 
is moral rather than physical, and 
our unused resources are human, 
Tather than material.” 

“That is why we now have to 
create by deliberate, determined en- 
Geavor the kind of | democracy 
Which in its origin was a gift of 
grace and the product of fortunate 
conditions.” Free gatherings on the 
street corners, Dr. Dewey conclud- 
ed, were the heart and final guar- 
antee of democracy.

Fear of sudden commodity price 
rises which has led some wb 
men and housewives to buy sup- 
plies in excess of reasonable needs 
is without foundation in the light 
of a study of trends at the 
beginning of the World War 25 
years ago, it was eald in @ teport 
made public yesterday by the re- 
search bureau of the Chamber of 
Commerce, . 

Prices were on a downward trend 
at the beginning of the World War, 
the report showed. While there 
was great lack'of unifurmity in 
price peaks from 1913 to 1921, the 
study indicated that highest prices 
for many commodities were not 
reached until after the war was 
over, 

In practically every instance, 
prices in 1914 were lower than in 
1913, and on some articles were 
even lower in 1915 than in 1914, it 
was said, 

Retail price of sugar, for in- 
stance, reached its peak in June, 
1920, after a gradual increase from 
1913, The most abrupt increase 
was in 1920, Other commodities 
reaching peak prices in 1920 in- 
cluded sirloin steak, ham, fresh 
eggs, butter, bread, potatoes and 
coffee. Navy beans were highest 
in 1917, corn meal in 1918, and 
bacon, lard, cheese and chuck 
roast in 1919. Price increases in 
all were gradual. 

Highest prices for cotton, wheat 
and oats were reachéd in 1917; pig 
iron, salt, gasoline and bituminous 
coal in 1920; slab zinc in 1915; elec- 
trolytic copper ingots, pig lead and 
open hearth steel billets in 1917, 
and direct black coal tar colors in 
1916,

Cadillac Engineers 
Use Wind Tunnel for 
Fuel Economy Testing 


A revolutionary method of fuel 
consumption research was intro- 
duced by Cadillac-La Salle engi- 
neers this year to bring about re- 
duction in cost of operating the 
1940 models. 

Instead of highway tests under 
abnormal atmospheric conditions, 
engineers used the wind tunnel of 
a General Motors subsidiary and 
there, in man-made weather, con- 
ducted their carburetor and distrib- 
uter experiments. 

The advantage of adopting the 
wind tunnel, where humid, dry ahd 
torrid temperatures became avail- 
able at the turn of a lever, was 
tremendous. Road tests in extreme- 
ly hot weather required not only 
long trips to out-of-the-way places, 
but also generally left engineers 
with sketchy information. It was 
impossible to get consistently ab- 
normal temperatures for any great 
length of time. ; 

“We learned more in three weeks 
in the wind tunnel about proper 
carburetion than we had been abie 
to discover in 10 years on the 
road,” commented one Cadillac-La 
Salle engineer. “It was possible to 
run our cars at 90 miles an hour, 
on rollers, of course, in tempera- 
tures of 125 degrees for hour after 
hour.” . 

The engineer explained that a 
reduction of 10 to 15 per cent in 
fuel consumption at average driv- 
ing speeds is due to several refine- 
ments. 

“One of the principal factors is a 
special vacuum spark advance in 
the distributers,” he said. “With 
this advance we have overcome in- 
‘complete gasoline combuStion at 
| certain speeds dues to improper 
spark control.”

Coil Spring Suspension 
Betterments on Buicks 


The basic principles of Buick’s 
coil spring suspension on all four 
wheels are incorporated in the 1940 
models with improvements.

Each ceremony ‘took just 
six minutes—the Judge hopes some 
day to cut a minute from his run- 
ning time without dropping a syl- 
lable. Words and phrases were 
usually the same, including the slick 
“patter” about the furniture store's 
offer. And as he handed each bride 
the wedding certificate he always 
remarked with a gay air: “Now, 
you'll let your husband see this 
gome time, won't you?” 

Some couples didn't have a ring. 
No matter, The Judge would sell 


them one’ If they didn’t have the 
money to buy one he would lend 
them one. Sometimes he would of- 
ficiate as a minister, for others he 
performed the ceremony as a Jus- 
tice of the Peace. Forms of the 
ceremony varied slightly to suit the 
desires of the couple. Some had no 
witnesses. No matter. The assist- 
ants served as witnesses. As the 
pace increased, the Judge, seeming- 
ly tireless, grew a bit impatient. A 
delay of only a minute as he posed 
back of his desk made him observe 
petulantly to an assistant, “I am 
waiting.” That was enough. 

The Judge doesn’t rely upon cas- 
ual contacts. He drags them in. 
One of his “confidential” letters 
addressed to “Mr. and Mrs. Newly- 
wed” states “your wedding can be 
kept a secret.” The Judge, who 
even advertises in Europe, avers 
that “many prominent couples so- 
cially” are secretly married at his 
place, but later stage a big church 
wedding. He's performed, he said,

local clientele, he said, extends 
from “the levee to the West End.” 
Scavenger hunters often visit his 
place, he said, in search of auto- 
gravhs or souvenirs.

HOW TO SPOIL YOUR CHILD 


Here Are Some of the Sure-Fire Methods Used by Many Modern Parents

OCIAL workers in recent years 
§ nave made us understand the 

blight which extreme poverty 
visits upon “underprivileged”. chil- 
dren. Many parents in better cir- 
cumstances, on the other hand, do 
not recognize the blight-at work in 
their own homes. They surround 
their children with advantages and 
possessions which they themselves 
were denied in their own childhood. 
They provide the type of home 
which, theoretically at least, af- 


fords the most promising soil for | 


happy wholesome childhood. 

Yet intimate contact with family 
problems in many parts of the Unit- 
ed States convinces me that. many 
thousands of boys and girls in such 
homes are growing up under con- 
ditions hostile to normal childhood 
and fatal to adult development. 
Pampered by indulgent parents, 
they are fast becoming serious per 
sonality problems, 


Are most parents aware that 


‘when they heap. luxuries on their 


offspring they are merely satisfy- 
ing. their own adult appetites? No 
one denies that children should be 
warmly clothed and supplied with 
proper play equipment. But the 
damage is done when parents an- 
ticipate the child’s every want, 
thereby denying him one of the 
most precious experiences in life 
—the opportunity to yearn for 
something. Only by yearning is 
the child challenged to work and 
plan and save for his objective. 
Remove this incentive, and you de- 
stroy a tremendous stimulus to 
growth. 

One father of my acquaintance 
presented his 10-year-old boy with 
an expensive movie camera before 
the child had expressed any desire 
for it, or had mastered the elements 
of photography with a simple 
Brownie. Another parent, seeking 
to “interest his 9-year-old son in 
aviation,” gave him a costly air- 
plane model powered by a minia- 
ture gas engine. On its first flight 
the machine was wrecked. How 
much better if the father had be- 
gun by letting the boy plan and 
build his own model from 10-cent 
store material.

ANY parents assume that chil- 
Maren acquire good habits na- 

turally without any specific 
attention or training. Few of these 
parents, engrossed in providing ma- 
terial comforts for their children, 
realize that the child has a.sponge- 
like faculty of absorbing attitudes 
and values from the home atmo- 
sphere. Where this atmosphere is 
one of false social strivings, with 
the sale emphasis placed upon ma- 
terial possessios, the outcome is 
bound to be bad. 

Fond mothers, straining to hurl 
their small daughters over social 
hurdles, go to preposterous lengths. 
One middle-class mother, on the eve 
of a. childrefi’s party, took her 10- 
year-old girl to a beauty parlor for 
a marcel and then bought her an 
evening frock from a fashionable 
couturiere, The little girls who did 
not have marcels and expensive 
dresses felt sadly out of place. The 
warping effect of such nonsense 
upon grade-school children is more 
than the strongest character can 
stand. 

No wonder these children grow 
up with a distorted sense of values, 
and without regard for property 
that they never wanted in the first 
place. A contemptuous disregard 
for their own belongings, and fail- 
ure to take responsibility for them,

are the distinguishing marks of the 
spoiled child. I know a 12-year-old 
girl who left a pair of riding boots 
and a hand-knitted sweater in her 
locker at the end of the school 
year. When her teacher asked what 
to do about them, the girl replied, 
“Throw them away. I never liked 
them anyway.” 

At another school, the lost and 
unclaimed articles for the year 
were spread on large tables so 
that each child would recognize 
and claim his property. Yet there 
remained unclaimed 19 pairs 
of gloves, 17 hats, six sweaters, 
many pairs of rubbers and sneak- 
ers, and miscellaneous articles, in- 
cluding bracelets, fountain pens 
and manicure kits. Either the chil- 
dren did not recognize their proper- 
ty or were too indifferent to claim 
it! 


What a commentary upon paren- 
tal training (or lack of it). No mat- 
ter how much money the father 
makes, the child should be held re- 
sponsible for his persona] belong- 
ings. When he loses something, he 
should be expected to make some 
effort to locate it. If he does not, 
it means that the parents were in- 
different to the loss; or that they 
were so complacent about spending 
money to replace it that the loss 
made no impression on the child. 
Obviously these parents are neglect- 
ing an important opportunity for 
habit-training. 

It is only a step from disregard of 


one’s own property to disregard 
for the property of others. Teach- 
ers tell me that common honesty is 
not a major concern of the’ privi- 
leged child; he picks up money, 
fountain pens or sporting equip- 
ment wherever he finds them. His 
excuse invariably is “Well, I 
needed it just then.” 


Unmannerly conduct, bordering on 
insolence towards parents, teach- 
ers and servants is a characteristic 
of the over-privileged but under- 
bred child. This is not primarily 
the child’s fault; the blame must 
be borne by parents who are either 
animated by false ideals, or are 
too “busy” with social and finan- 
cial strivings to instruct their chil- 
dren in the rudiments of courtesy. 
An extreme instance of discourtesy 
occurred in a fashionable New York 
schoo] when a 12-year-old girl hand- 
ed her teacher a 10-cent tip for 
picking up her coat from the floor, 
Her twisted little mind led her to 
believe that money could dis- 
charge all obligations and was a 
valid substitute for ordinary polite- 
ness. 

Parents frequently complain that 
the school “doesn’t make my son 
concentrate, doesn’t teach him work 
habits.” But the school is not to 
blame for your son’s disinclination 
to exert effort and see a task 
through; these are probably the 
suts of his deplorable home train- 
ing.

If one of 
the main objects of education is to 
prepare your child for adult life, 
then he must be taught the impor- 
tance of work and the thrill of. ac- 
complishment in a job well done.

3. The value of money and the 
difficulty of earning it, can be tied 
up with the importance of work. It 
is ridiculous to keep a child’s little 
pocketbook -.stuffed with money 
far beyond its needs.

We have always believed in this 
happy little fable; however, ac. 
cording to Maurice Inman, wo is 4 
well-famed collector and exhibitor 
of a trifling $100,000 collection and 
hence more in a position to know, 
this dream is but a snare and a 
delusion. Most of the old and val 
uable books, says Inman, have 
been bought up long ago for fa. 
mous collections and exhibits, and 
the few still left on the auction 
block or in private libraries are 
watched by hawk-eyed buyers. who 
know the location of every page 
and are keen as bird dogs about 
sniffing out rare volumes. 

Inman himself is in charza of a 
most impressive collection, which 
has been on display at one of tho 
department stores and includes 
along with such local items of in- 
terest as original Eugene Field 
manuscripts, in Field’s tiny, pre- 
cise handwriting, first editions of 
42 of the world’s 100 best books. 
There are first editions of every- 
thing from “Gil Blas” to “Smith’s 
Wealth of Nations,” of authors 
from Charles Dickens to John Gals- 
worthy, a newly added “first” of 
“Tom Sawyer” which Inman got at 
auction here, and first editions of 
such authors as Jane Austen, whose 
books were first printed in 1813, of 
books as old as “Paradise Lost,” or 
“Loft,” to lapse into seventeenth 
century spelling, printed in 1674. 
There is also, one huge tome, called 
the Shakespeare Folio, and it was 
this book, merely several hundred 
years old, of which we heard one 
exuberant feminine customer ex- 
claim, “Oh, Shakespeare! Isn’t it 
cute?”

OTHER ITEMS of interest in- 
clude a first edition of Dr. John- 
son’s Dictionary, with such tart 
definitions as the one of “oats”: 
“What we ‘feed to cattle but what 
the Scots live on.” Besides first 
editions there are fine bindings, 
books hand printed in monasteries 
500 years ago, with illustrations still 
startlingly vivid in color; examples 
of Foredge painting, which was the 
drawing of delicate miniatures on 
the page edges of the book.

Restless, inquisitive dark eyes under 
heavy brows; hollow, almost ema- 
ciated white cheeks; slim, delicate 
hands, continually moving in quick, 
abrupt gestures, thick silvery hair, 
swept straight back from the fore- 
head; a small spare figure, rigidly 
erect. His expression was always 
a little aloof, satirical. A lonely, 
shy figure, with few friends and 
mo woman romantically in his life. 
He had little of the passionate in- 
tensity of his Basque-French moth- 
er or the warm friendliness of his 
Swiss-Jewish father. His years of 
struggle for recognition as an 
original creator made him with- 
draw still more from the world. 

At the time of Ravel’s arrival in 
Paris at the age of 12 from his 
native Ciboure in the Basque coun- 
try, the capital was already the cen- 
ter of a new and _ revolutionary 
movement in the arts. “Impres- 
sionism” was the rallying cry 
among the composers, painters and 
poets. They no longer created in 
traditional set forms, but tried to 
create “impressions” of life and 
nature. The young Ravel imme- 
diately fell under the same spell 
and became a rebel from the very 
start. 

Like Debussy, he studied at the 
Paris Conservatoire; and like him, 
too, he was looked upon by the 
august institution as a mutineer. 
He tried twice to win the Prix de 
Rome. The first time he got second 
prize. The second time he wasn’t 
even allowed to compete. The 
Paris musical world protested. They 
already knew Ravel as the com- 
poser of the exquisite “Pavane for 
a Dead Infanta,” the “Jeu d’Eau,” 
the F Major quartet and a quantity 
of unusual piano and other music, 
A scandal broke. Newspapers head- 
lined it, critics wrote fiery edito-

Last week I had the opportu- 
nity of talking about decorating 
with a man who is well known in 
that field. He is Carl Maas, who 
has recently written a book 
called “Common Sense in Deco- 
rating” and who is an instructor 
at the New York School of In- 
terior Decoration.

Maas said that Regency furni- 
ture is creating the most excite- 
ment in New York at the mo- 
ment, not only because it has not 
been used extensively before, but 
also because it is so well suited 
to our own life today. This style 
was originally an outgrowth of 
the classical movement started by 
the Adams brothers, but it has 
been simplified in its present 
form so that it is stimulating and 
exciting, and yet is a relief from 
pure modern.

THE OTHER style that has the 
decorators in the East wondering 
at the moment is Victorian. It is 
a style that historically developed 
shortly after the Regency period and 
the decorators feel that the same 
thing may happen again. Especially 
as furniture styles are closely akin to 
clothes fashions, Maas feels, and we 
are in an Edwardian period, as far 
as the latter are concerned. It is 
difficult to tell now whether this 
Victorian fashion will make itself 
felt in such small details as rib- 
boned picture hangers and flowered 
tie-backs or whether it will have 
wide acceptance. One thing that 
leads him to believe that it may be 
an important fashion is the fact 
that a great deal of Victorian fur- 
niture is available at reasonable 
prices,

The World War cut short his 
composing. But Ravel’s demobiliz- 
ing and subsequent purchase of the 
Villa Belvedere started him again 
Followed the creation of the bitter, 
hauntingly beautiful “La Valse” 
and other colorful music.

“jazz” which was flowing across 
the Atlantic, Ravel sensed its im- 
portance, became more and more 
interested’ in it, until he felt he 
had to go to the country that pro- 
duced it.

NE should make sure that the 
standard used in measuring 4 
child is the right one, for him. 
Right in itself. Right for the child 
concerned, 

A mother was warned that her 
two-year-old child was not talk- 
ing as well as he ought. “He needs 


cialist. “He is stammering a good 
bit; you must be careful to give 
him the feeling of ease, of security, 
Fear, how- 
ever slight, checks a little child’s 
speech. It is usual for children be- 
ginning to talk to stammer. They 
have more ideas to express than 
they have speech power to express 
Fa iIthem. Be very gentle about it and 
= \give him all the time in the world.” 
“But he shouldn’t stutter,” the 
mother said. “Why should be stut- 
ter? My sister’s child is just about 
his age and he never stutters. It’s 
just a bad habit, and I have to 
f4 imake him stop it. I don’t want his 
cousin to be laughing at him.” 

Two wrong standards. No two 
children are alike. No two grow 
at the same rate or in the same 
way. The fact that one does not 
stammer and that the other does 
is no reason for blaming the un- 
fortunate one. Some do, some 
don’t, and the best way to help 
a child over this stammering time 
is.to give him time, plenty of it: 
listen as long and as patiently as 
necessary, and never let him feel 
that you are pressing him. Never 
mind what any other child his age 
is doing. This one is different. 
Study his particular need and help 
him. 

The next mistaken standard is 
the one that insists upon superior- 
ity over another child at any price. 
“His cousin will laugh at him.” 
That is pernicious. If his cousin 
does such an unholy thing, it is so 
much the worse for the cousin. 
His character is lamed, not that 
of the stammering child. The 
stammerer vill talk all right when 
he completes his growth, but the 
‘icharacter of the one who was 
‘Itaught to think himself superior 
when he was only lucky is going 
to bear the marks of bad training. 
In the meantime, if the stammer- 
ing child is made to feel inferior 
to his fluent-speaking relative, his 
speech will suffer, his mental 
health will suffer, his whole being 
is checked and burdened. by un- 
thinking criticism and ill-judged 
punishment, Encourage the stam- 
mering one; smile at him encour- 
agingly; sometimes tell his story 
for him until he gets a hold on 
it; always let him know he has 
your entire sympathy and under- 
standing. 

And I would be careful about 
measuring a child’s progress 
against that of any group of chil- 
dren in the public eye. They are 
not good standards for ordinary 
children. Their lives are not the 
lives of the ordinary child because 
their experiences are extraordi- 
nary. Shirley. Temple, the Di- 
onne children, are unique. They 
cannot be the standards of meas- 
urement for the home-reared child

Timely, thorough, filled with new material for the screen, ab- 


solutely convincing in performance, endowed with the right balance 


of humor and seriousness, it moves 


climax and ends at exactly the right split-second, 
More important than any of. these qualities is that it tells the

If it is anywhere inaccurate or exaggerated, 
the fault allows room for dramatic justification and must be slight. 
Producer-Director Capra spent $2,000,000 of Columbia’s good money 


to make it right and had the aid of

Smith Goes to Washington” reaches 


its finish, with the audience laugh- 


ing through its tears, filled with 
the thrill of winning a great fight 
and with its faith in American de- 
mocracy at least partly restored. It 
is not saying too much to declare 
that Capra, in this film, revivifies 
an American idealism that has been 
scoffed at since the days of Teapot 
Dome, 

How many and how various the 
honors he will receive remains to 
be seen, Hollywood has a way of re- 
warding the figures in the show 
window rather than the man who 
puts them there. Perhaps James 
Stewart will win an Academy prize 
for which he has not even deserved 
nomination before. There would be 
nothing wrong in that for his great 
ecene in the Senate is worth it. But 
what-a spot for a rising young 
actor! 

Claude Rains, who has had a 
tendency to put too much edge, too 
much histrionic polish on all his 
screen performances, is a marvel 
under Capra’s direction, for he is 
not only the image of corrupt dig- 
nity in a high place but a good 
American Senator. 

Edward Arnold, whose portrayal 
of the political boss is so unerring- 
ly vicious, will be so hated that 
his excellent work may be over- 
looked. It is Mr. Arnold’s most 
energetic performance within the 
member of this reviewer.

Hitler's Alleged ‘Secret Strategy’ to Divert the British and French From Proper Defense of the 


The Germans organized, beginning 
September 19, the so-called “northwest 


striking force,” which will, according 
to the story, undertake an offensive 
right through Southern Holland to the 
coast, ho to reach salt water and 
coveted Dutch ports within 48 hours. 


Behind will come the usual “‘land- 
sturm” divisions, with S. S. and S. A. 
reserves for holding occupied territory. 
This flying column will try to cut a 
corridor 30 miles wide from Germany 
to the North Sea, covering its flanks 
with machine guns. and light artillery 
and constituting what Hitler calls a 
“highway bordered by trees,” enabling 
motorized columns to resist until all of 
Southern Holland is occupied. 


—— 


North Holland can meanwhile be 
subjugated by air attacks. 


In Hitler's eyes troops necessary for 
this little operation include heavy 
tanks, light tanks, anti-tank companies, 
motorized machine guns, 12 regiments 
of light infantry, three regiments of 
cavalry, six to eight infantry machine 
gun companies, with four or five 
regiments -of light artillery which will 
then be followed by six to eight land- 
wehr divisions, with further troops to be 
used should the moment come for 
invading Belgium. An important detail 
is that at the moment of attack the 
German Government, according to 
plan, will announce that it. intends to 
respect Belgian neutrality and that it is 
seeking to wound only Great Britain, 
in hopes that either the Belgians will 
not move, or that France and Britain 
will have to accept the responsibility 
for compelling the. Belgians to allow 
them to assist the Dutch. — 


If that plan is successful, Rotterdam 
and Flushing will be occupied on 
schedule within 48 hours and a screen 
of from 25 to 30 submarines will form a 
curtain around the mouths of the Rhine 
and Meuse rivers to prevent the arrival 
of British reinforcements by sea and if 
necessary part of the German fleet can 
be risked to protect the submarines. 


Hitler still, according to this story, 

insists that the attack will be so 

smashing that the famous Dutch sluices 

will come into German hands before 

the floods are high enough to impede 
the advance of his troops. 


With Holland securely in German 
hands, an attempt will be made to 
terrorize or lull the Belgians into 
inactivity. This terrorizing, Hitler 
thinks, could be accomplished by the 
massing of troops on the Belgian 
frontier, while the lulling could be 
attempted by repeated statements of 
German friendship and insistence that 
the German troops were merely re- 
serves or resting from war fatigue. 


Holland extends south of the Scheldt 
River. East of Antwerp Belgium is 
protected by the 53-yard wide and 14 
feet deep Albert canal, But westward 
of Antwerp there is virtually no 
defense along the Dutch border. 


The Germans, operating south of the 

Scheldt from a point west of Antwerp, 

could then, according to Hitler, cut a 

narrow corridor southwestward along 

the Belgian coast, and perhaps overrun 

most of Belgium before meeting French- 
titish resistance,

YEAR ago it was a “prop” torpedo that “sank’’ 
the British battleship Royal Oak for a moving 
picture thriller entitled “Torpedoed.” The 

other day it was a torpedo—or perhaps several— 
with a deadly war head that actually sent the lum- 
bering battleship beneath the waves. Out of the 
more than 1100 men on board, approximately 700 
were lost. Undoubtedly, many of those who lost 
their lives as a result of the U-boat attack were men 
who had taken part in the movie sinking. 

The Royal Oak was or.. of the oldest ships in 
the British Navy, having been completed just in time 
to take part in the Battle of Jutland in 1916. In this 
major naval engagement, she escaped the torpedoes 
of German destroyers, which made a congerted at- 
tack on the British battle line, and ‘played a part in 
the sinking of some of the German ships. 

She next came into the news in 1928 when she 
was the center of what is remembered as the dance 
band scandal. An admiral was put on the retired 
list and two captains were dismissed as the result of 
friction that arose among the three officers. The 
admiral was accused of having objected to the band 
music as led by the orchestra conductor, one Band- 
master Barnacle, and to have called him names in 
front of guests. 

In 1935, the Royal Oak's entire fire control sys- 
tem was put out of commission by a skillful piece 
of sabotage. During the civil war in Spain she was 
mistaken for a rebel ship and loyalist planes 
dropped bombs all around her. Later, during an air 
raid on a loyalist port, a shell from a loyalist anti- 
aircraft gun fell on her quarter-deck, injuring five 
men.
